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But there are two things (laid he) in the true Definition of a 
Man, the Genus and the Difterentia ; they have the Genus, but not 
the Differentia. But this would not fatisfie T. E. he objedts againſt 
this, and ſhews his Parts in Ph:loſophy, as well as Divinity, And 
1 pray (fays he) which js of moſt Moment in this caſe, the Genus or 
the Diffterentia ? To have the Kind and Nature of a Chriſtian, or to 
have only ſome outward Character or Diſcriminating Difference, 
to diſtinguiſh a Chriſtian from a Child of God, as Namely an 
Hiſtorical Faith of Chriſt's outward Appearance in the Fleſh at Feru- 
ſalem? But with ſubmifſion, I muſt corre&t T. E's Philoſophy ; 
for it is the Differerztia, not the Genxs which Determines the 
Kind or Nature. Animal is the Genus of Man, but it is Ratio- 
ale which makes him of a Different Kizd or Species from o- 
ther Animals. And this ſets the Differentia as much above the* 
Genus, as Man is above a Beaſt. But by T. E's Logick, Buce- 
phalws is little inferior to him, only in ſome outward CharaFer - 
For which I pray, is of moſs Moment in this caſe, the Genus or 
the Differentia? Bucephalas has the Genus, and T. E. has the 
Differentia, and as himſelf makes it, but a ſmall one. Therefore, 
tho' a Moral Heathen have the Genus of a Chriſtian, yet he 
can no more be a Chriſtian without the Differentia, than a Horſe 
can be T. E. And 'this Differentia is not only an Hiſtorical 
Faith in Chriſfs Appearance in the Fleſh, as T. E. makes it; But 
a Living Faith in his Blood outwardly ſhed, as the full Artone- 
ment and Satisfation made to the Juſtice of God for our Sins. 
And as far as any one 1s from this Faith, ſo far he is from 
Chriſtianity. Therefore the Quakers, by Diſputing againſt and 
Difowning of this Fazth, inſtead of bringing the Heather within 
the Pale of Chriſtianity, have thruſt themſelves out among the 
Heathen. From whom, their weerly Hiſtorical Faith in the Death 
and S»fferings of Chriſt, as T. E. rightly argues, do's Difference 
them very little. And let the Pxakers here Confider to what a 
Condition they have brought themſelves; That they cannot pre- 
tend tobe Chriſtians, but upon ſuch Principles as muſt bring in all 
the Heathen with them. That 1s to fay, Truly and Really, they 
- are no more Chriitians than the Heather ; and that they are 
Preaching up Heatheniſmr, inſtead of Chritianity amongſt us ; by 
making them Both to be the ſame thing; or to Differ only in 
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ſome ſmall GreuniFances, which are not weceſſary to the Chriit;an 
Faith. For ſays W.'P. (7bid.) as T. E. quotes him, p. 77. As he 
that believes in Christ, Believes in God : ſo he that Believes in God, 
Believes in Chrisf. Which is a fine Round ſaying, but the latter 
part is notoriouſly otherwiſe : for the Heathen Believe a God, 
who never heard of Chrrii?f. But Chrift 1s the Light within ! and 
the Light within 1s Chriff ! And all the Heather have the Light 
within ! therefore they all have Chrif ! This is the true Quaker 
Doctrine ; and all the Notion they have of Chriitianity, They: 
have let us ſee 1t very plainly. We thank them. 

XI. This is the Meaning of what T. E. would Excuſe, p. 78, 
viz, that W. Penn (pending about three Pages in Folio, viz. 
P. 125, 126, 127. of his Book, call'd The Chritian Quaker, to 
give the Deſcription of A True Chriitian Quaker, has forgot to 
Speak one Word of the Mar Chrisf, as the Obje either of the 
Chriitian Quakers Faith, Love, or Homage. T. E's Excuſe is, 
That W. P. was then Deſcribing who he or they are that obey the 
Light.

One would wonder how any could avoid it, even in the firſt 
Line. This cannot be Forgetfilneſs : or it was a very Artificial

But that Blood which he ſaid was no more than the Blood of another 
Saint, was the Blood that was forc'd out of Hime (Chriſt) by the Soul- 
dier after He was Dead. This is a Plain Confe/ſzon, inſtead of a De- 
fence. But hear the Reaſon he gives for it. He makes a Ditterence 
betwixt the Blood which Chriſt ſhed, before His Breath went out, 
which he calls a Voluntary Offering of Christ Himfelf ; becauſe He 
was then Alive : And betwixt the Blood ſhed after He was Dead ; 
which he calls The Forcible AF of a Souldzer, 1. e. not Voluntary 
in Chriſt ; and ſo of no more Yertze than the Blood of another 
Saint. This is Horrible! Did not Chriſt Voluntarily Deliver up 
His Body to the Death, and His Blood to be Spilt 2 Yet theſe Men 
would render His Death, and the Blood Spilt after it, as a Force 
upon Him, and fo take away all the Vertue and Efficacy of it;

World, in Heaps, as Apoſtates, Conjurers. Devils, | 
x53. 158. 175. 217. from the Days of the Apoſtles, tor thoſe ſame - 


John Wilkinſon, and many more with them, for not ſubmitting tro 


the Juriſdiction of their Womens Meettings, as an Ordinance of 


Chriff, which was firſt Invented by George Fox. And they have : 


ſince paſt the ſame Sentence upon CG. Keith, for not Retracting 
what he had wrote againſt the Corruptions of their Do7rines. But, 
as to the Broad and Impiows Blaſphemy of Sol. Eccles, That muſt 
paſs, at the moſt, among other Unſound Exprejjuons : And they 
mult not judge ſo ſeverely, and Brand Perſons, for every Onſound 
Expreſſion. No, not for Every one; and it ſeems this muſt go for 
a Peccadillo amongſt the Reſt. There never was, ſurely, ſuch a 
Company of Good-Natur'd Forgiving People! They can ſlip over, 


cover, and excuſe the Lewdeſt Blaſphemnes, in a Charitable way ! 


Nothing can Provoke them! They would not Cexſare any, or 
Give an 1/7 Name for the World! They can ſee no Fawlts in 
their own Friends! G.VW. fays of this very Paſſage of Sol. Eccles, 
that it was ſo Harmleſs, as 72ht have ſatisfied any Spiritual or On- 


byaſſed Mind, (this is in his Lizht and Life, before quoted, p. 58.) . 


And if ſo, it was Perfedaly Innocent and Harmleſs indeed : And 
m:{t {atisfie the Friends, that no Reproof was meant againſt it by 
G. W. though ſomething (ſo ſeeming) mult be ſaid, by way of 
Policy, to ſtop the Clamours of All Chriſtian People. It was this 
which put T. E's Wit upon the ſtretch ; and it found ovt, at laſt, 
that Diſtinction above-nam'd, betwixt the Blood of Chriſt, which 
was ſhed upon the Croſs, before and after He was Dead; which 
helps not their Cauſe, but has made it worſe, as before is ſhewn. 


But, tho' Sol. Erclesnames the Blood ſhed after He was Dead; yet he ; 


makes no Diſtinction betwixt that, and what was ſhed Before 


(which T. E. now Igenionſly puts upon him.) But meant it, in - 
the true PZxaker Notion of the outward and Material Blood, whe- 


ther 


* > off the Inward; which none ever did. He ſays p. 121. That they 
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*ther ſhed Before or After Death, in oppoſition to their Notion of 
Fthe Drward Blood, ſhed in their Hearts. For Sol. Eccles ſays, in 
"the ſame Letter, That noe of you (Baptiſts, Independents, Presby- 
terians, end Pope) nderſtand the Blood of Feſws Chriſt no more than 
_ & Brute Beaſt, 1. e. They all Underſtood and Contended for the 
- outward Blood : But of the Notion of [ward Blood, of the Light 

-gvithin, they knew no more than Brute Beaſts. Therefore Repent 
*(fays he) for God will ſuddenly overthrow your Faith, (i. e. in the 
- outward Blood) and your Imputative Righteouſneſs too for the In 
_putation of Chriſt's Righteouſneſs, which He did at Jerufalem, and 
without the Gates, the Pope, the Epiſcopal, the Presbyterians, In- 
dependents, and Baptiſts, ſhall fare all alike; and ſhall fit down in 
"Sorrow, ſhort of the Eternal Reſt : But the true Inputative Righteouſ- 
eſs of Chriſt we own; but it is Hid from you All, Till the Lord do 
open an Eye within you, 1. &. To ſee the Righteouſneſs of The Light 
within, which is Iapnted, that is, as ſome Learned 2yakers have 
Expounded it (before thoſe Ican name) In-putted. Putted with- 
In them. Now here, by Sol. Eccles's Words, the 2vakers have a 
Notion of the Imputation of Chriſt's Righteouſneſs, which none in 
the World have but themſelves. Others mean by it, the Merits 
. Jof, .and SatzsfuFion made by the OUTWARD Obedience, and 
*Sufferings of the OUTWARD Jeſus, which are Imputed, that is, 
_ Applyd to us, by our [NW ARD Faith, in Him, and Obedience 
to His Laws. So that here 1s both Orwtward and Irward: The 
. Objed of our Faith; and Meritorious, Procuring Cauſe of our Re- 
demption wholly outward, or withoxt xs, 1. e. The Man, who is 
- alſo God, Chriſt Jeſus : The Inward is the Application or Imputa- 
ti0n of His Righteonſpreſs, or Full and Compleat Obedience to the 
Law of God; and Undergoing the Curſe of it, as the Satisfattion 
Requird for our Tanſereſſrons of it; Apprehended and fuily Be- 
Lieved on in our Hearts. Now the 2akers oppoling this, by ſet- 
ting up the Imward, ſhews, that they wholly throw off the Out- 
» ward : Ee they donot oppoſe this. But T. E. would fain have 
. it topaſs, That they only ſpeak againſt thoſe, who wholly throw 


.. oppoſe thoſe only, who Deny Himz (Chriſt) to be, with Reſped to 
| theſe Offices, At all within, and ſhut Hizz: Wholly out, wraking the 

Work of Mediation, SanCtification, Juſtification, ard Salvation, to 
be 
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be Only and Altogether outward. Whoever made the Work of 
 Santification, &c. to be WHOL LY outward 2 This is the In 
pudent and Impioys Fiction I have fo oft taken Notice of, of Im- 
poſing the moſt groſs and Notorioutly Falſe Principles upon 'o- 
thers; that in ſuch a D#ſ# as they have Raisd, their own Vile He: 
reſies may paſs Undiſcover'd. The Imputation of Chriſt's Righte- 
ouſneſs, and the ſhedding of His Blood, as above Explain'd, is the 
Common Belief of Chriſtendoxzz : Now T. E. is Deſired to tell us, 
in his next, what that Blood of Chrift was, and what the Imputa- 
tion which Sol. Eccles ſaid that the Pope, the Epiſcopal, the Preſ- 

terian, &c. knew no more of than Brute Beaſts & What other 
1t could be than the Imaginary Blood and Sufferings of their Light 
within 2 If it was any thing elſe, they will pleaſe to tell us. 

V. W. Burnet, G. W's Antagoniſt, ſeeing how they endeavour'd 
to depreciate the Outward or Material Blood of Chriſt, and turn all 
the Merit of the Redemption of Man to the Inward or Myizical 
Blood ſhed within them, argues thus, AY things nnder the Law, 
in the Type, were Purged with Blood ; and this Blood was Materi- 
al Blood, and not Myſtical; and that Blood which Chriſt ſhed, irs 
Order to the Effecting the Salvation of Man, mit needs be Viſible 
and Material Blood. To this G. W. Replys, in his Light -and 
Life, p. 59, 60. asquoted by T. E. p. 118. To ſay that Material 
Blood was the Type of that which was Material, 3s to give the Sub- 
ſtance zo Preheminence above the Type, or like as if one ſhould ſay, 
one Type was the Type of another. By this (z. W. makes Chriſt's 
Outward or Material Blood, not to be the Subitance or Anti-Type, 
whereof the Leeal Sicrifices were a Type : But that it (elf is a Type, 
z. e. of the Myitical Blood, or Lzght within, And his Proof is, 
That no Material thing can be the Arti-Type; and therefore, that 
Chriſt's Material Blood, could beno more than a Type - and therefore 
that ifit was Tzpifyd by the Legal Sacrifices, one Type was the 1pe 
of another ; which he makes the Abſurdity. And T. E.Retorts 
thus upon W. Burnet, p. 122. This 3s to give the Subſtance no 
Preheminence above the Type, when the Subſtance or Anti-Type is 
Denyed to be Myſtical, ana made Only Material, becanſe the Type 
ihereof was only Material and not Myſtical. Anſw. 1ſt, W. Burnet 
never faid, that Chriſt was ONLY Material, as if there had been 


no Myſtery in His Ircarnation, Pajſton, &c. no Chriſtian ever 
Fo ſaid 
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Gd this. This is the xakers never-failing Artifice of Impoſing 
Manifeſt Lyes upon their Adverſaries, that they may Confute 
them. But W. B. Diſputed only againſt thoſe, who would not 
Allow Chriſt's outward Materia! Body and Blood, but only their 
own Light within to be that which was Typified by the Sacrifrces un- 
der the Law; andeven by the Sacrifice of Chriſt himſelf. 2dly. T: E's 
Conſequence is not good, for ſuppoſing that Chriſt was only Ma- 
terial, 1t will not follow that his Body had no Preheminence above 
that of a Bullock, ſuch as was Sacrificed under the Law. And none 
who had any Reverence for the Body and Blood of Chriſt, Durſt 
have made ſuch a Blaſphemoys Compariſon. 3dly, None ſay that 
the Legal Shcriffces were onely Material, and not Myſtical; for 
they were Types of Chriſt, and ſo Myſtical. So that T. E's Pre- 
mriſes are all Falſe; and his Inference not Concluſeve. Next he 
comes to Excuſe, that Aphoriſm of G. W's That one Type carmot be 
the Type of another. And he ſays, that G. W. in Words following 
thoſe above cited, applies this to Circumeriſron, What then ? Let. 
himapply it to whatelſe he will. But do's he not apply it, in this 
place, to Chriſt £ Let any one that can Read Ereglihh judge. 

VI. G. Keith objefts, G. W's Explanation of A#s xx. 28. The 
Church of God, which He Purchaſed with His own Blood, viz. Now 
the Blood of God (lays G.W. in his Light and Life, p. 56.) or that 
Blood that Relates to God, muſt needs be Spiritual, He being a Spi- 
rit ; and the Covenant of God is Inward and Spiritual, and ſo is the 
Blood of it. ThisExcludes the outward Blood of Chriſt from being 
the Blood of the New Covenant : And from ſo nmuch as Relating to 
God; unleſs G. W. holds, with the Arthropomorphits and Myg- 
gleton, That God is Material and has a Body : For he ſays, That 
the Blood of a Sprrit can only be Spiritual, To this fays, T. E. 
P. 131. Will G.Keith, ſay, That the Blood of Chriſt which was ont- 
wardly ſhed, had no Spirituality i it, nor wight, in any Senſe, be 
call d Spiritual, conſidering the Miraculous Conception of the Body, &Cc. 
No, G. Keith, nor any body elſe will fay ſo, except ſuch as T.E. 
G. W. &c. And this is nothing atall in Excuſe of G.W. But ex- 

ſes him, and his Stzc&er much more. For ſuppoſe Chriſt's Blood 

ad ſome Spirituality in it , and in ſoxe Senſe might be called Sps- 

ritual, as the Spiritual Meat, and Spiritual Drink, and 
Spiritual Rockin the Wilderneſs: Will this, if there * ** I 
| FR» | 
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be no more in it, makes His Blood to be the Blood of God ? And 
what is this to G. W's Argument, That a Spzri# cannot have Ma- 
terial Blood ? And therefore, That if the Blood of the New 
' Covenant, be the Blood of God, it cannot be Material Blood, 5. e. 
That the Material Blood of Chriſt was not the Blood of God; o- 
therwiſe than as the Spiritual Meat, and Spiritual Drink ; and All 
things are His. This lets us into the Heart of the Qyaker Divi- 
nity. 
VII. G. W. fays in a Book of his call'd, The Voice of Wiſdom, 
Pp. 26. That the Righteonſneſs which God effeFs in us, is not Finite, 
but Infinite. T. E. fays, p. 113. That theſe Words are an Inference 
| from a Poſition of his Adverlary, one Thomas Darſon, viz. That 
the Righteouſneſs whereof Chriſt is the SubjeF, and that whereof He 
zs the Efficient, are of one Species or Kind.'Tis true that GW. men- 
tions this. But not as finding any Fault with it : For he ſays the 
fame and more himſelf, in the ſame page, viz. That Righteouſneſs 
which God works in as, by His Spirit, it's of the ſame Kind and 
Nature. with that which worketh it ;, for the Saints are made Pay 
takers of the Divine Nature, 2 Pet. 1. 4 1. Danſon made the 
Righteouſneſs of the Man Chriſt of the ſame Species or Kind with 
* ours, as His Human Nature is. But G. W. makes the Righteouſneſs 
of God, to be of the ſame Kind and Nature with ours; which 
is Blaſphemy and far beyond what T. Danſor had faid, - with 
which G. W. found noFault; unleſs that he had ſaid too little of 
the Oreneſs of the Righteouſneſs of God and ours: But he brings 
this former ſaying of Dazſor's to Confront that Poſition of his, 
which G. TW. ſets down, viz. That the Righteouſneſs which God 
works in us, is but Finite, as well as other. Ejfes: This G.W. op- 
poſes, and brings. the above-quoted, ſaying of Darſorr's, as a Con- 
tradition to this: and then Proves againſt Dazſor (according to 
his $ﬆkill) that The Righteouſneſs which God cffeFs in us, is nat 
Finite, but Infinite. This 1s in oppoſition to the above faying of 
Danſor's, That it was but Finite. And if G. W. thought it but 
Finite, Why did he oppoſe Darſor in this ? But. he not only ſays 
that it is frwite, but goes on to Prove it. For (fays he) Chriſt is 
God's Righteouſneſs 5 and Chriſt is formed in us, Gal. iv. 19. Thus 
miſcrably Perverting the Scripture.. . But: they are Deſir'd:to tell 
us, how: {zfinity can. be Form d © . 2dly, How formed: in. that 
| | . | "CO Op which 


which is Fizzte? G. W. in the ſame place, Exclaims againſt thoſe 
who would make, that Righteouſneſs in them (the Saints) but Finit. 
When as (lays he) Chriſt His Infinite IRighteor refs, and the Saints 
are in one another. Here he makes the Kighteonſnes of Chriſt, 
and of the Saints to be the fame ; and corrupts thar Text, Heb. 
11. 11. to Prove it, which he Repcats thus, He that Sanfifreth, 
and they that are Saniifred, are one. Whereas the Text is, are all 
of one  ivds mes. And concludes thus: Then God's Righteon;- 
meſs in us is not Finite, but Infinite. Yet T. E. would make us be- 
eve, that he ſaid no ſuch thing. But this is no Novelty withhim 

VIIEL Again, p. 134. hejuſtifies this faying of G. }'s, in his 
Light and Life, p. 59. That Blood and Water that's ſaid to Cleanſe, 
zs not of another Kind, but = in one with the Spirit. And De- 
mands, in great aſſurance, 1s zot that True ® No. Mr. E. it is 
not True, but far from Truth, That the Blood and Water are not 
of another Kind from the Sprrit. They are Material and out- 
ward Blood and Water, winch through the operation of the 
Bleffed Spirit, do cleanſe. But this makes them not of the ſame 
Kind with the Spirit, more than Chriſt's Human Natnre is of the 
fame Kind with His Divine Nature ; or than a Man's Body is of 
the fame Kind or Nature with his Sol. And this ſtill ſkews more 
and more your Contempt and Denyal of the outward and Material 
Body and Blood of Chriſt for your Juſtification. 

IX. T. E. p. 136. brings in WW. Pezz in his Cuakeriſce a New 
Nick-Name, SC. p. 149. juſtifying this ſaying of Iſaac Pennington, 
viz. Can outward Blood Cleanſe the Conſcience ® And IW. P. ſays, 
We do deny that outward Blood can be brought into the Conſcience, 
to Perform that Inward Work : which they themſelves (1. e. the 
Profeſſors, as the Pnakers call'd their Opponents) Dare zot, nay, 
do not hold. Yet T. E. ſays, p. 135. that 1ſace Pennington put 
this Queſtion (Can outward Blood cleanſe the Confeience 2) to the 
Profeſſors, who place ALL upon the OUTWARD. You muſt Ex- 
cuſe him, he Began, and-was Refolv'd to go Quite through with 
this Topick, in every Caſe, to Miſrepreſent his Adverfaries 
Meaning ; and if he cannot Find Faults, to Make them: But 
here he ſtands fairly Corrected by the more Ingenions IWF. P. 
(whoſe Authority he Pretends to Maintain) who fays, that-the. 


Ptofefiors Dare not, nay Do not hold this.. : 
| (3. Keith, 
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G. Keith, as quoted by T. E. p. 137. has given a clear Anſiwer 
to this poor Subterfnge of Suppoſing that any did think the out- 
ward and Material Blood of Chrift was to be brought into the Co- 
ſcience ;, and there Materially Apply d: Which none, ſure, in this 
World ever Imagin'd. G. K. ſays, The way that Blood has been 
brought into my Conſcience, 1s by the Application of a Living Faith 
zn Chriſt, whoſe Blood it was, the Spirit of God working that Faith 
i2 me. This is Full and Orthodox. But ſays T. E. in anſwer to 
this, Why do's he ſay, The way that Blood has been brought in- 
to my Conſcience, as if it had beer Really and Materially brought 
7 there ? This is Intolcrable! and ſhews that they either car not, 
or will not take an Anſwer. T. E. p. 136. tells of a Diſtinction 
which W. P. made in the Place above Quoted, betwixt the Par- 
don of Paſt Sin; and the Preſent Sanctification of any Perſon : And 
applys it to this Purpoſe, as if the owtward Blood of Chriſt could 
have no Tendency but only to the Former. But this, inſtead of 
Solving the Matter, ſerves only to Diſcover the ſtrange Confuſrore 
and Ignorance of theſe Men in the Myſtery of the Gp - As if 
Chriſt's Blood, outwardly ſhed, were not as EffeQual to our Sar- 
ctification, as to our Juſtification; to Procure for us, the Graces 
of the Holy Spirit towards Living —_— to God for the Fu- 
ture, as the Pardon of Sins that are Paſt. | 


SECT. Il. 
Concerning the ReſureCtion of the Body.- 


I. T. E. Is in Great Confuſion upon this Head, making Tedi- 
ous Repetitions and long Digreſſions about the Buſh, not know- 
ing what to ſay; and yet that he might appear to ſay ſomething. 
But I will Reduce his Immethodical Ramblement into this Order. 
1/7, To ſhew his weak and Falfacious Excuſe for that Great Op- 

oſfition which the Pxakers have given to this Article of our 
Faith, 2dly, That T. E. inſtead of Vindicating others, has him- 
{elf down-right opposd this Article of the Reſurrection. 

Firſt. His Excuſe for the Rrakers Oppoſition to the Doftrine 
of the Reſurrection. He would (as in Former Caſes) Deceive his 
Readers, by Suppoſing, againſt all Senſe and Reaſon, That we ſo 


under- 
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nderſtood the Reſurrection, as if the Body Were to Riſe in the 


ſune Groſſneſs and Carnality that it has in this Life. And that this 
was all that they oppos'd. | 
But ſich 2 Groſs Notion of the Reſurrection, no Chriſtian ever 
held. And G. Keith has ſirfficiently Explain'd himſelf, even as 
uoted by T. E. p. 145, 146. That the Body, when Raiſed again 
All be the ſame, as to S»bſtarce, but not as to the Grofweſs and 
Carnality as now; and did Illuſtrate it by the Chymical Extraction 
of Spirits out of Herbs, &c. and by the Change that is wrought in 
the White and Yolk of an Egg, whereof a Chicken 1s made out of 
the ſame Subſtance., Yet T. E. will not underſtand him: But 
gives us a Dull Piece of Buſfoonry, and tells him, p. 147. That if 
he and G. K. were Fellow-Commoners at a Chicken, he would take 
the Subſtance, and leave the Relt to G. K. And p. 148. That to 
make his Inſtance of the Extraction of Spirits, to be Parallel with 
the Notion of the Reſurrection, which the 2yakers opposd, the 
Groſs Body of the Herbs, which he ſays, may be made ſo Subtil, 
and Volatile, muſt ſtill remain the {ame Groſs Body of Herbs, that 
it was before, notwithſtanding of its almoſt unconfinable ſubtilty by 
Chymical Operation. And, 1n the ſame page, Explaining what 
ſort of Reſurrection they © m_ ſays, We have always Denyed 
ſhall be Raiſe . 


the Body which 
Reſpect to GROSSNESS and CARNALITY: Which all whom 


they oppos'd Denyed as much as they. And p. 145. he ſays, Thas 
which W. Penn reputed as abſurd was, that a Body ſhould be Chang- 
ed from an Farthly or Animal Body, to art Heavenly Body, and yet, 
after ſuch Change, continue to be the ſame Earthly or Animal Bo- 
dy that it was before. And Mr. Penn might Repate this to be Ab- 
ſird. And Diſprove it Effectually, and get the Victory over it ;, 
and Triumph! Buthe can name no body, that ever held any ſuch 
Abſurdity. That an Earthly Body, Changed into an Heavenly 
Body, may be the ſame Body, 1t 1s True: But that'it ſhould be 
the ſame Earthly Body, none ever {aid. It 1s a Contradiction ; 1t 
3s to ſay, that it is Changed, and not Changed. But how 7s it 
poſſible (lays Mr. Penn) that it ſhould be the ſame, and not the ſame? 
Very eaſily. Is Mr. Pexn the ſame Man, as before he turn'd Qu- 


ker2 Nofſure. There is a Great Charge wrought in him. Yet. 


it 3s the fame JV. Penn ; or clic He never Changed, Put, ſays he, 
: ir 


to be the ſame Body that Dyed, with © 
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in his Reaſon againſt Railing, p. 134. If a thing can yet be the 
ſame, and notwithſkanding Changed ; for ſhame let us never make 
fo much ſtir againſt the DoFrine of Tranſ-ſnbſtantiation ; for the 
Abſurdity of it, is rather out-done, than EqualF'd by this Carnal Re- 
ſurreFi0n. But Mr. Penn 1s fo far out in his Reaſoning here, That 
a thing being Changed ſhews it to be the ſame. If you Dje one 
Piece of Cloth, it 15 no Charge, 1n another Piece of Cloth : And 
it were no Charge in the Cloth, if it was not the ſame Cloth that 
was changed. And if Mr. Penn thinks Tranſ-ſubſtantiation a Leſs 
Abſurdity than this, we may yet ſee-another Charge in him, if 
Change it will be. But, to return to T. E. Notwithſtanding all 
that can be ſaid or Done, he ſtill holds to it, That we believe 
no Change of the Body in the ReſurreFioz ; and puts it upon G. 
Keith, p. 143. So that it ſeems (lays he) according to G. Keith, 
it muſt be a Terreſtrial Elementary Body, after it is Re-united to 
the Soul in Heaven. Though G. Keith has not only ſaid, but Ar- 
gud to the Contrary, even as quoted, in the ſame place, by T: E. 
Therefore we ſee he is Refolvd. He will not Budge an Ace! 
It muſt-and ſhall be ſo ! For otherwiſe, the 2rakers are Undone: 
Becauſe if this be not the Notion of the ReſurreF;on which 
they oppoſe; then there 1s nothing left, bur that they down- 
' right oppoſe that Dofrine of the ReſurreFion, which has all a- 
long been Receiv'd in the Cathelick, Church 5 and makes one of 
the Articles in her Greed. But this will yet further appear in the 
ſecond Point, viz. That T. E. has not only Negatively, as in the 
firſt Point ; but even Afrrmatively, and in Plain Terms, Deny'd 
the Reſarre Zion, 1n this his ſeeming Vindication of it, By the 
RefrrrefFion, as ever Underſtood mn the Church, 1s Meant the Re- 
hrcFion of the jam Body which Dyed. It 18 not otherwiſe a 
Re-ſurreZFion, 1. Ca Riſing again. For that cannot Riſe which 
never Lay down ; and that winch . was not Before, cannot be 
Again, The 2rakers will ſometimes ſay, as T. E, p. 151. That 
there 15 a Reſurrection, and that of Badzes ; and that there is an 
Heavenly Body : Becuic thefe are Expreſs words of Scripture. But 
they Deny the Reſurrection of our Dead Bodies: Or that ever 
they will be made Heavenly Bozlies. What they mean by a Hea- 
wenly Body, themſelves, nor all the World can tel One of their 
She-Preachers told a Friend of mine, That it was the Holy Ghoſt. 
But 
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But that they Deny the Reſurrection of the ſazre Body which Dy- 
ed, T. E, makes very Evident, p. 149. where he Diſputes, That 
the Natural and the Spiritual Body are Two Diſtinct Bodi&: and 
not the ſa»ze Body, in Different States and Qualifications. Thus 
he Expounds the Apoſtle's words, 1 Cor. xv. 44. He does not ſay, 
The Natnral is made a Spiritual Body: or the Natural Body and the 
Spiritual Body 3s but one and the ſame Body : but he. ſets them in 
oppoſition, as Two Diſtinct Bodies. And The Body (fays he) that 
7s put into the Grave, is a Natural Body : but the Body that is 
Raiſed, is a Spiritual Body — and that none might think this Spi- 
ritual Body was the ſame, he adds, There is a Natural Body, and 
there is a Spiritual Body. Thus T. E. underſtands that Scripture, 
and goes on to Prove it further by the Compariſon of the f7r{ 
and ſecond Adam; he fays that the Sprritual and Natural Body, 
are no more the ſame Body, than the firſt and ſecond Ada arc 
the fame Man, 7. e. than Chriſt-and Adam are the fame. 

And to ſhew their utter Ignorance of the Doctrine of the Re- 
farrection, T. E. p. 140. &c. quotes W. Penn in his Rejoinder to 
J. Faldo, p. 138. and G. Whitehead's Chriſizan Praker, p. 353- 
and joyns with them himſelf, in Propoſing as a Great Abſurdity, 
that the Soul has not its Perfect and Compleat Happineſs, before 
its Re-Cr10n with the Body : and Ridicules this, by ſaying that 
the Deceaſed Saints are in-Heaven but by Halves : That the Soul 
Is in a ſtate of Widowhood, whichisa ſort of Pargatory : And that 
It 1s Onequal the Soul ſhould be Reward:d fo long before the Body, its 
Beloved Companion. But it is rather Paniſhed, if it be in Par- 
gatory, as theſe Men preſume to Barter. And why {ay they) 
zmſt the Felicity of the Soul Depend upon the Body? 1 {uppoſe they 
mean but in Part, as a Widower may have ſome Happineſs, tho 
Great Grief with it. But why notupon that Body it had before, 


as well as upon a New Body ? For let me ask theſe Prakers, who 


ſay, that the Soul will have a Body in Heaven ; tho' not the ſame 
Body it had Fefore: Will that New Body be any Addition of Hip- 
pineſs, or Advantaze to the Soul 2 If not. To what Purpoſe 1s it ? 
But if ſo, then is the Soul in an Izperfect State before it gets that 
Body ; and all the Raker Objettions Return upon themſelves. 
Let them then {peak out, and own the True 2raker Opinion, 
viz, That the Soul do's Receive that Heavenly Body immediately 
after Death. Nay, I have heard ſome ſay, That thev had wha 
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dy ; and all the ReſurreFon that ever they _ Indeed, they 
know not what they mean by it : and that Heavenly Body which 
they talk of, moſt of then underſtand nothing by it, but the Soul. 
it ſelf ; or an Heavenly frame or Diſpoſition of the Soul ; which 
they think they*have attain'd already ; or may be, fomEof them 
may think, they may have it in a Higher Meaſure, after their 
Dcath. And this is all the Reſurrei#:on, and all the Heavenly Body, 
that they Mean, when they uſe theſe Words. 

IE T. E.p. 153. brings in the ſubject of their Ifallibility; and 
ſtands ſtoutly by it. G. Keithghad objected againſt this ont of a 
Book of G. W's called The Voice of Wiſdom, before mention'd, 
where G.W. boldly avers, p. 33. That they that want [nfallibility— 
they are out of the Truth and their Miniſtry is not of the Spirit ;, ſeeing 
they ſpeak not from the Spirit, but from their own Hearts, which are 
Deceitful where they want Infallibility. And their Common Salvo, 
to thoſe they would Impoſe upon, That they only Plead for the 
I-fallibility of the Spirit. i.e. of God (which none ever Deny'd) 
will not do, in this place : For p. 32. Danſon, whom G. W. op- 
poſes, had put his. Objection fo Clear as to obviate that DiſtinCti- 
on : His words-are theſe, As for your Participation of the Infallible 
Spirit (if that were granted) that infers not a Participation of the Spi- 
rit's Infallibility. As indeed it dos not, more than of its O»po- 
tence, Onmiſcience, or any other of the Divine Attributes. But 
G. W. do's violently oppoſe this, and ſays, moſt Ignorantly, 
this tends to Divide the Spirit from its Infallibility, as if ſuch as Par- 
take of the Spirit, do nof Partake of its Infallibility: Was there ever 
ſuch Folly as this £ Truly T think not; nor ſuch Mad Enthuſraſti- 
cal Deluſion: ever heard of. before in the World : For they 
may Pretend to Partake of God's Ozripotence ;, by the ſame Rea- 
ſon; and with as much Juſtice. Was W. P. Infallible, in not only 
ſaying, but Printize it, That Chriſt was Born at Nazareth Or, 
if there wasan Error in the Preſs, and Nazareth put for Bethleherr, 
from the Likeneſs of the Words ; was T. E. Iyfallible, in Printing 
this over again (as before is told p. 5. ) without Correcting of it ? 
Were theſe Bakers Infallibly Guided into the Meaning of that 
Scripture, Matth. xi. 30. My Toke 3s caſte, and my Burden 3s light, 
who quotcd it, at a Conference, before thoſe whom I know, as. 
2 Proof for their Light within £ A little Human Learning would 
have done well here, to have. underſtood the Meaming of _ 
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word iA«@pov in this Text, which ſignifies, Light, not as oppos'd 
to Darkzeſs, but to Weight or a Burden : Which common Senfe, 
much leſs Ifallibility could not have miſtaken in this Text. Was 
Williams Walker (a Great Ryuaker Preacher) Infallible, who miſtook 
John, xiv. 2. In my Father's Houſe are many Manſions, for in my 
Fathgy's Houſe are many Marchets. And made the Application, 
what Plenty of Proviſfor was in Heaven, fine White Bread, little 
Manchets ; and Many of them? This I have from thoſe who heard 
him ; and heard other 2xakers Improving upon his Dodtrine, 
what Fine Bread there was in God's Houſe. Innumerable Inſtances 
of the like Ignorance, might be Given ; and of Lying Prophecies, the 
Rankeſt Treaſorrs, and Blaſphenes, Progr In the Name of ihe 
Lord : For which I Refer the Reader, to The Snake in the Graſs, 
where he will find a plentiful Colleftion of them; and Undeny- 
ably Vouch'd. 

Now George Fox (their Firſt and Great Apoſtle) in his Anſwer 
to the Weſtmorland Petition, 1653. p. 5. ſays, All you that Speak, 
and not from the Mouth of the Lord, WO Prophets. And in 
his Saul's Errand, &c. 1654. p. 7. ſays. They are Conjurers and Di- 
vinersz; ard their Preaching js from Conjuration that is not ſpokert 
from the Mouth of the Lord. -If G. Fox told a Lye in this, then by 
his own Rule, he was a Conjurer, becauſe he ſpoke not from The 
Mouth of the Lord. And if he ſpoke Truth. He js as much a 
Conjurer, and all the Ruaker-Preachers with him, who either 
Preached Falſe Doctrine,or M:ſ-underſtood or Miſ-apply'd any Text 
of Scripture , or any other Man's Meaning (of which we have 
pretty Broad Inſtances now before vs,) becauſe No Mzſtake, of any 
ſort, can come from The Mouth of the Lord.

Of Chriſt's Coming to Judge the Quick and the Dead. - 


T. (== Whitehead ſays, in his Light and fe P. 41. and 
quoted by T. E. p. 160. Now what is that Glory of the Fa- 

ther, in which His (Chriſt) coming is 2 Is it viſible to the Carnal Eye 2 
And when was that Coming to bes Is it nom to be looked for out- 
wardly 2 But further we.do acknowledge the ſeveral Comings of Christ, 
according to the Scriptures, both that in the Fleſh, and that in the 
Spirit, which is Manifeſt in ſeveral Degrees, as there is a Growing 
G 2 from 
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from Glorgto Glory : But Three Comings of Chriſt, not only that ir 
the Fleſh at Jeruſalem, ard that 712 the Spirit ; but alſo another Com 
ing in the Fleſh, yet to be Expeed, we do not Read of, but aSecond 
Coming without Sin unto Salvation, which in the Apoſtles days was 
looked for. The Firſt Coming of Chriſt he conieſles to be that 
in the Fleſh at Fernſalevr. The Second he makes to be His I:ward 
Coming into our Hearts; which, he ſays, was looked for in the 
days of the Apoſtles, 1. ce. Chriſt wasſo come, atthat time, in their 
Hearts. But the Coming to the Futre Judgment he calls the Third 
Coming ; and this he Utterly Denys. And T. E. endeavours to 
ſupport him by Math. xvi. 28. where Chriſt ſaid, That ſome ſtanding 
there, ſhould not taſt of Death, till they ſaw the Son of Man coming in 
His Kingdom, i. e. till the Deſtruction of Jeruſalem ; which was: 
a Glorious Manifeſtation of the Power of Chriſt, in Fulfilling thoſe 
Judgments which he had Threatned upon the Jews. And it was 
likewiſe a Type of the Final Judgment and Deſtruftion of: the 
World. But T. E. knowing nothing of this, would underſtand 
thoſe Scriptures which ſpeak of Chriſt's coming to Judgarent, to 
mean only His ward Coming in the Heart; which he calls His 
Second Coming. This is the Meaning of thoſe Queſtions above 
quoted. Is ;t viſible to the Carnab Eye And when was that Come 
ing to be 2 Is it now to be looked for outwardly ?.&c, By which it 
is plain, that they mean, That there is. no v//ble Coming of Chriſt, 
to be Now looked for outwardly. T have told above, what they 
mean by a.Glorifd or Heavenly Body, not any thing either Viſcble 
or Jntcllicible. But if they would confider, that Chriſt's Glorify'd 
Body was viſtble to St. Paul at his Converſion ; as to other of His 
Apoſtles, at His Tranſ-Fignration upon the Mount ; they would not 
find ſuch Difficulties in appehending, that He may be Y:/ble at the 
Lajt Day, even to outward Eyes, when they ſhall be ſtrengthned 
much more than thoſe of the Apoſtles upon Earth. Then ſhall the 
Jews, with their outward Eyes look upon Hin whom they Pierced, 
according to the Literal Prophecy, Zech. xii. 10. And St. Barnabas, 
in his Cathol. Evilt. Chap. vii. fays, That His Body, tho! Glorifyd, 
(hall then be fo Like what it wes upen Earth, that they ſhall be 
amazd at the Likeneſs. And he ſays, That this Likeneſs was Pre- 
fgur'd in the Likeneirof the Two Goats, the Seape-Goat, and the 
other offer d ia Sacrifice, Lev. xv1. 

IL 7. E. has another Plcafant come off, p. 161. He mn _ 
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G. W. oppos'd W. Burnet only as to the Opinion of the Milenninm, 
or Thouſand Years Reign of- Chriſt upon Earth : And that this was 
the Third Coming of Chriſt, which G. W. Denys. Whereas, nei- 
ther in Byrzet nor G. W's Book is there one Word of Millenniuns, 
or any thing like it; but their Diſpute was only concerning the 
Laſt Judgment. 50 that this muſt paſs among the reſt of 7. E's 
Suppojes, to help him out at a Dead Lift. 

HI. But if T7. E. muſt Down, .he is Reſolv'd to Fall in Good 
Company : For p. 162. he makes St. -Paul as Fallible as himſelf. 
He ſuppoſes that St. Pal did Expect the Day of Judgment to come 
1n-his time, from 1 Theff. iv. 17. We which are alive, ſhall be caught 
up in the Clonds, &c. CG. Keith ſays, That the Apoſile's uſing the 
word We, there | we that Kemain} 3s az Enallage Perſon, putting 
[We] for [they] like that of James, Therewith Bleſs we God, and 
therewith Curſe we Men, James 111. 9. But ſays T. E. Though he de- 
livers it poſitively and like a DiGtator, yet 1 ſee not why he muſt needs 
be believed : Why might not the Apoltle ſpeak in the firif Perſor 
[We]as ſuppoſeng that Great and Extraordinary Appearance of Chriſt, 
was ſo near at hand, that it might Probably fall out in his time 8 
Why might he not ? Tl tell you Why, Mr. Ellwood, becauſe it 
did not fall out iz hjs Life-time : Andif hethought it night, then 
it will follow, that he was miſtaken : And conſequently, that what 
he wrote was not Truth - and ſo not only the Authority of this 
Epiſtle, but of All His &p:5#les;, and of all the reſt of the New 
Teſtament, Will fall to the Ground; for did not He write by the 
fame Spirit asthe other Per-Mez of the New-TeStamzent > And you 
cannot think to come off by ſuch a Text as x Cor. vii. 6. Iſpeak this 
by Permiſſwon, and not of Commandment. For, concerning the other 
Text, heſays expreſly, 1 Thefſ. iv. 15. This we ſay unto you, by the 
Word of the Lord : And if He was miſtaken in this, then was He 
Guilty of Great Blaſphemy, to ſpeak a Lye in the Name of the Lord : 
And we cannot Beheve one Word of this,. or any thing cle that 
He either ſa:d or. wrote. 

I Expect now that T. E. ſhould tell me, That he only made a 
2:tre of this; and put a Perhaps toit. 1jt. This was a very Re- 
verend Suppoſe, to throw down the whole Scriptures all at once ! 
But 2dly, T. E. goes further than a Swppoſez for heafterward Po- 
fitively Aerts it, and endeavours to Prove it thus. For as the Apo- 
 feles (fays he) accounted the Times they Lived in the Lat —_ ” 
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Laſt Times—ſo they thought the End of theWorld was not far of. What 
elſe made Paul, when he had told the Corinthians, That the things 
he had Related were written for our Admonition, add, Upon whom 
the Ends of the World are come? 1 Cor. x1. 11. Whyelje did Peter 
ſay, The End of All things is at Hand ? 1 Pet.iv. 7. 

And now I am come to vindicate the Apoſtles againſt T. E. He 
ftrikes Home ! Therefore let him know, That by the Latter Times, 
and the Laſt Times was underſtood, The Laft Diſpenſation which 
was to be Given to the World, iz. That of the Goſpel, or the 
Meſfias. Which Time was uſually call'd by the Jews, the 'aiay 6 
wiMor The Age that was to come, or the Lei Age. But now as 
to Saint Paxl, who ſeems homeſt Charged, He has, as foreſeeing 
ſuch miſconſtruction of his Words, or fome having ſo miſcon- 
ſtrued them, fully Clear'd himſelf, and the other Apoſtles, in a 
following Epiſtle to the Theſſaloniars, 2 Theſf. ii. 2. Now T beſeech 
you Brethren (ſays he, with Great Earneſtneſs) by the _ our 
Lord Jeſus Christ 5 and by our Gathering together unto Him, That ye 
be not ſoon ſhaken in Mind, or be troubled, neither by Spirit, nor by 
Word, nor by Letter, as from us, as that the Day of Chriſt is at Hand. 
L:t no Man Deceive you, by any means, for that Day ſhall not come, 
except there come a Falling awayfirſt, &c. But T. E. will not Believe 
Him, or elſe he muſt notbelieve G. W. who ſays in a Book he and 
others wrote, Arno. 1659. call'd A Brief Diſcovery of the Dange- 
rows Principles of John Horne, @*c. p. 9. And as for that 1 Theſſ. 
Iv. 15. concerning the Coming of our Lord from Heaven, which theſe 
Men aforefaid would blindly put Afar off —The Saints who then were 
Alive Remained unto it —ſo their Converſation was in Heaven (i. e. a 
Heaven within them; for) they did not ſay their Converſation was 
at a Diſtance off above tbe Clouds, from whence you look for a Chriſt— 
A d thence concludes. That your Faith, which is not Grounded in 
Ch iſt's Appearing In you, 7s to be turned up by the Roots, In the 
Tile Page, This Book is ſaid to be wrote, By the Truth which zs 
7, G:orge Whitchead, - John Whitehead, and George Fox the 
Younger. T will not detain the Reader with Applications. Theſe 
things are ſo Groſs, as not to be made Plarmer. 

IV. Thenext Quotation 1s, P. 164. G. W's words before men- 
tioned. Do? thou look for Christ's coming again to appear outwardly, 
in a Bodily Exiſtence? if thou aoſt, thou mays look until thy Eyes 
Drop out, before thou wilt ſee ſuch an appearance of Hin. This is in 

his 
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his Book Intituled, The Nature of Chriſtianity, 8c. p. 29. And here 
T. E. crys out of Fraud and Falſneſs in G. Keith, for leaving out 
theſe Words, as the Sor of Mary, Doſt thou look for Chriſt, as the 
Son of Mary, fo appear, &c. which mean no more than Chriſ?, in 
His true Human Nature ; aud the ſame Body which He took of the 
Blefled Virgin, in oppoſition tothe £yaker Notion of underſtand- 
ing Chriit's Coming only of the Inward and Inviſtble Appearance 
or Manifeſtation of Chriif in the Heart. And T: E's objetting againſt 
this, of Chriſt's Coming, as the Sor of Mary: do's further Confirm 
us, that theſe 2akers do not mean His Coming in His true Hu- 
2141, and Outward Body. T. E. Objedts too, that theſe words, to 
ſave thee, are not Repeated in this Second Quotation of C. Ws 
words. Which has been ſpoke to before, and fo diſmiſs this Head: 
As I dolikewile a long Conteſt, which laſts as far as p. 177. Con- 
cerning ſome Letters, and other Papers in M.S. which G. Kezth 
Produc'd, full of the Heretical Delufions before mention'd : And 
which T. E. Confeſſes and Denies, asif he were Mumbling of Thi- 
ftles; and Interlards with Bi//ings-Gate againſt G. Keith + with 
which Ido not meddle. And havingProots ſufficient out of their 
Prinzed Books; 1 willnot trouble the Reader with Examining of 
their Manuſcripts. | 

V. T. E. Comes to defend himſelf, p. 177. and a Quotation of 
his own, which G. Keith cited out of a Book of T. Es calld A 
further Diſcovery, &C. p. 99. Viz. In comparing the Books of Friends, + 
to the Books of thenz call'd the Greek and Latin Fathers, he (G. K.) 
has not done as a Friend and Brother, but as an Enemy, in ſuppoſrne 
Friends Books to have been Written by no better Guidance. nor clearer 
freht, than theirs, who Lived and Wrote in thoſe Dark Times. T.E: 
is very Angry that the Auditors at Turners-Hall, ſhouted at this 
Bnotation. And well they might. To ſee the moſt Ierorant and 
Heretical of all the SeFs that ever were in Chriitendow, thus to ct 
up themſelves above the Primitive Fathers of the Church ;, and to 
Prefer their own Writings, who cou'd not rightly ſpcll ther 
own Mother-Tongre, (1/l;terate Mechanicks ! ) tothe Great Atha- 
naſons, Baſilins, the two Gregories (Nazianzen, and Ny/ſo: ) Cyril, 
Ambroſe, Epiphanins, Chryſoftom, Hierom, Auguſtin, Hilariss, KC. 
All of whom T.E. Inſtances by Name, p. 178. As Infcrior to the 
®nahkers; and aftends Higher, to the Second Century, and p. 179. 


Names Cyprian, Tertulliaz, ahd Origen. None of theſe were to be 
. | Com 
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Compar'd wirh George Fox, and his Diſciples! Theſe were 
Times, to the Year 1650. when the New Light of the Qrakers 
Aroſe in our Hemiſphere! When (the Chxrch being pulFd down) 
the Vileſt, and moſt Monſtros, and Nuzerovs Spawn of Multifari- 
ous SeFs, that ever the Bottomleſs Pit ſpew'd forth, at once, 
were, with a Thouſand other Devils, let looſe amongſt us! A juſt. 
Puniſhment for our Schiſzz, and Rebellion ! And weareſtill left to 
War with the Tayle of this Hydra, whichis Gathering New-Lifez 
and if it ſhould (for our Sins) Prevail, our Laſt S:ate wou'd be 
worſe than the Firſt, Who can refrain from Indignation! toſee 
ſuch a Conceited, Senſle(5, moſt Ienorant and Blaſphemous Crew, 
Deſtitute of Common Modeſty or — their Mouths, and 
Gravely ſet np themſelves above all the Glorious Lizhts of the 
Sec Stake in COurcÞ, Confeſſors and Martyrs, ever ſince the Apoſtles ; 
the Gras wWhomthey Damm as Apoſtates ! As their Execrable Fa- 
$:4, XV. ther G. Fox ſaid, in his Great Myſtery, p. 89. That the 
Quakers have a Spirit given them beyond all the Fore-fathers, ſince 
the days of the Apoſtles, in the Apoſtacy. T. E. Quotes ſcraps out of 
Perkins, Jurien, and Dalley, to ſhew Errors in the Fathers, who did 
not pretend to {rfall;bility.

(There are Spots in the $42) but this 
mult not Eclipſe their Light, and Glorious Gifts they had from 
God; whercby they ſupported His Goſpel, with Irreſiſtible Learn- 
ing, Piety and Conſtancy, even to the Death. God charges His 
Angels with Folly; and ſufterd ImperfeFo:rs in His Apoſiles. Peter 
Deſerv'd to be Blamed ;, and even Barnabas was carry'd 
away with his Di/ſzmmlation. There were great Failings 
in Noah, in Lot, in Moſes, in Sampſon, ia David, in 
Solomon : And the Quakers (who, while in the fink of Herefeand 
Corruption, Boaſt of Sinleſs PerfeFion) may (et themſelves above all 
theſe, by tlic ſame Rule. But what is ſo Extravagant, that they 
dare not, that they have not done ! William Shewen (a Great Bnak- 
er Writer and Preacher; and Highly Extol'd by them, at his 
folenm Frreral about two Years ago) in his Treatiſe concerning 
Thoughts and Imaginations.

(Chrit) was. If the Reader be Aſtor7hedat this; he will ſee more, 
P.37. Where the 2rakers pretend to become even beyond the Out- 
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ward Chriſt, or Jeſus ; They can come to God now without Him; And 
Worſhip Hizz no more. Not to Feſ#s (ſayshe on the Margir, thatyou 
may take the more Notice of it) The Son of Abraham; David, and Ma- 
ry, Saint or Angel, but toGod the Father, all Worſhip Honour and Glo- 
ry is to be Given, thro Jeſus Chriſt. 1. e. Thro' the Inward Chriſt or 
Light within. But to Worſhip the Outward Jeſus, the Son of Mary, he 
Ranks with the Worſhip of Saimts and Argels. And his Aſcenſronand 
Sitting at the Right Hand of God, W. Shewen will not have itunder- 
{rood of the Outward Jeſs, but only of this Iward Chriſt, p. 38. Who, 
when he is thus known to perform all theſe Offices in His People, he js then, 
by ſuch, known to fit down at the Right Hand of God— He is then alſo 
known to Surrender up the Kingdom to the Father. And in the Marein 
he puts this Note, Viz. This is the Aſcending of Chriſt up where He was 
before He Deſcended. Turning all this to the I-ward Chriſt, or their 
Lieht within ; Perform'd within them; where they have an Inward 
Aſcenſion, an Inward Right Hand of God, an Inward Kingdom, an In-* 
ward Delivering of it up, &c.

And where doth the 
Scripture (ſays he) call the Blood of God Human, or Human Naure 2 
To this T. E, Anfwers, That Chriſt; was not of a meer Earthly Extrati- 
&:: + That#here was more of Divinity even in that Body, than in the By- 
dies of other Men. Which none, hardly the Socizians will Deny. But 
T. E'sInference is not Good, That becauſe Chriſt's Body had wore Dz- 
vinity in it than other Mens, that therefore it was too Heavenly to be 
call'd Human or Earthly. For the Hypoſtatical or Perſonal Union of his 
Human with his Divine Nature, did not Deſtroy or Swallow up his 
Humanity, as the Entychians held: But his Human both Soul and Body, 
are ſtill, and forever, Truly and Properly Humar, elfe he were not 
Fruly and Properly a Mar. And the not knowing of this, has greatly 
Mifled the £xakers: Who, if they had given themſelves but a little 
to Human Learning (which they deſpisd, becauſe they hadit not)and 
had known the Ancient Herefees, which were Condemn'd by the Church 
in ſeveral Ages; they wou'd not have fallen in with ſo many of them, 
asthey have Ignorantly done. T. E. wou'd not have given ſuch an 
Anſwer as he do's here, That Chriſt's making his Soul an offering for 
Sir, was true, and ſoit is (ſays he) in aFigurative Manner of Speaking. 
Which was. the very Words and Excnſe of theſe Primitive Hereticks ; 
whoſaid, That Chriſt's Paſſzon was not Real, but only in Appearance 
to MensEyes. And if His Body was but a Vail or Garment, wherein He 
dwelt, as the Rxakers and Socinans do make it. Then indeed His Suf- 
ringswere no other than Figurative or Falſe; and He cou'd no more 
>e faid to have been Crucifyd, than a Man would be Crucifid if his 
Cloak or Garment was Crucify'd. And thus it muſt be, if Chrilf's Human 
Nature, was not Hypoſtatically united to His Dzuine Nature, ſo as both. 
to: 
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to make but one Perſon, asSout and Body is in Mas. For otherwiſe the 
Sul cou'd feel nothing, or be ſaid to ſuffer for whatever was done to 
the Body. And T. E's Argument, andG. W's which he Recites, is moſt 
Ridiculous, that Chriſt's Soul was Immortal, and cou'd not be put*to 
Death. So 1s every Man's. And when we K:l/a Man, nobody fays, that 
we K:/ his Sol. But as the Separation of Body and Sowl, is Death to us; 
So it was, and as Really, to C riſt : And not only Is a Frgarative man- 
ner of Speaking, as T. E, (with the Ancient Hereticks) do's contend. 
II. Page 202. There 1s a Quotation of G. W's brought out of his - 
Anſwer to T. Danſon's Synopſes of Ruakeriſm, wherein he denies That 
there is continual need of Repentance. And T. E. Juſtify's it, by ſuppoſ- 
ſing, that the Rrakers are free from all Sir. Elſe, there muſt be Corr- 
tinual need of Repentance. T will not enter now, upon their moſt Ex- 
ploded Title to a Sizleſs Perfe;on (having done it ſufficiently elſe- 
where) I only mention this now to ſhew their I»fa/ible Hardineſs 
In pretending till to it, after it has been exposd even to Laughter, 
ww as many Failings ſhewn.of theſe Perfe, Sinleſs Creatures, as 
wou'd make any of the Prophane to appear Ridiculous. And this Pre- 
tence to a Sinleſs PerfeFion, 1s not the leaſt Groſs of their Imperfe&i- 
ons : And ſhews the Exceſs of their Spiritual Pride. For which they 
may Read their Sentence, 1 Joh 1.8. If we ſay that we have no Sin, we 
decerve our ſelves ;, and the Truth is not im us. For, as Solomon ſays,Prov. 
XX. 9. Who can ſay, 1 have made my Heart clean, I am Pure from Sin 2 
HI. The next Quotation 1s, p. 202. Where G. W's Perverſion of 
Tſe. ix. 6. Is ſet down in his Hee-Goats Horn, &c. P: 51. He turns 
that moſt expreſs Prophecy of Chriſt, viz. Unto us a Child is Born, &c. 
To an Allegorical ſenſe of Chriſt withiz, and His being Born in our 
Hearts. And ſays, that he was thus Born in Iſazah himſelf who wrote 
theſe Words, Who had alſo been as with Child, ſays he 1. e. Of Chrifs. 
T. E. In Defence of this, ſays, p. 203. That this was meant of Both, 
viz. Of Chriſt's Outward and His I-ward Birth : But this is falſe; for 
the Prophecy was only of His Outward Birth. And if itcan be turn'd 
to the Inward, how ſhall we thereby convince the Jews, as to the 
Outward Chriſt ? This Liberty of Interpretation will confound all the 
Prophecies of Chriſt in the Old Teſtament. And it is Remarkable, that 
Iſaac Pennington a 2uaker, having wrote a Book, Intitul'd, Sozze Lue- 
ries and Anſwers of deep concernment to the Jews, and Deſign'd pur- 
poſely for Their Converſion, do's not, through the whole, once 
Name the Outward Chriſt ; but = them only look to their Light 
| 2 within, 
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within. T. F. Quotes a Book of G. Keith's call d The ReFor Corre#ed. 
p. 30. In Juſtification of this Expoſition of his {ſz ix. 6. To mean both 
the Outward and the Inward Birth of Chriſt. And tho' my bulineſs is 
not here to Vindicate G. Kerth, yct I had the Curioſity to look into 
thatBook of his, & ſind, that this Text was not ſo much as under Con- 
ſideration, or once Nam'd, in that place, but he was treating there 
wholly of another Subject ; and which is no ways Applicable to this. 

IV. The next Quotation 1s p. 203. G. WW. in his Book call'd The He 
Gotes Horn broken, p. 33. 34. Charges this (among others) asan Error 
in F. Horn, viz. That when Paul ſaith Chriſt was ſeen of hint laſt, 1 Cor. 
xv. 8. He muſt needs mean it of His Body ſeen, and ſeen by Bodily ſight. 
Whichzs contrary (fays GW.) to Gal.1.16. To this ſays TE. that ifG. 
W. had deny'd that Chriſt was Bodily ſeen of Paul, that had not Allego- 
rized away Chriſt's ReſurreFion. And this 1s all he ſays to it. But if 
Chriſt was not Bodily ſeen of Part, then was Paul a falſe Witneſs of 
Chriſt : For, in that place 1 Cor. xv. He Names himſelf among other 
. VVitneſſes to Chriſi's outward Reſurreion. He was ſeen (ſays St. Paul 
v. 5.) Of Cephas, ther of the Twelve; After that he was ſeen of above 
500 Brethren at once ;, atter that he was ſeen of James, then of all the 
Apoſtles; and laſt of all hewas ſeen of me alſo, Now if he wasnot ſeen 
of Pal, then was he ſeen of none of the Reſt: And fo they are all 
together Falſe Witneſſes. As St. Paul makes the Inference, v. 15. Tee, 
and We are found Falſe-Witnelles of God ; becauſe we have Teſtified of 
God, that he Raijed up Chriſt : Whox: he Raiſed not up, if ſo be that 
the Dead Riſe not. But T. E. ſays, quite contrary to this Reaſoning 
of St. Parl, That tho' we ſbou'd deny that Chriſt was Bodily ſeer of 
Paul, yet this wou'd not Allzgorize away Chriſt's Reſurrection. St. Paul 
thought that it wou'd totally overthrow it, and all our Faith with it. 
And moreover, That to deny the Reſurre:0r of our Bodys, do's In- 
ter the Denyal of Chriſt's ReſurreFion. As he Argues, ver. 12, &c. 
Now if Chriſt he Preached, that he Roſe from the Dead how ſay ſome 
among you, that there is no ReſurreFion of the Dead £ But now if there 
be no ReſurreFion of the Dead, then 1s Chriſt zot Riſer + And if Chriſt 
be not Rijen, then js our Preaching vain, and your Faith is alſo vain. You 
ke how theſe Articles of our Creed, the Reſurreion of Chriſt, and 
our ReſarreFion, are linked fo cloſely together, that they do mutually 
ſuppoſe one another ; and taking away of the one, do's deſtroy the 
other. Therefore I do Earneſtly Recommend it to the Prakers, to 
conſider from whence they are Fallen; how their Error as to-our 
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ReſurreFion has taken away likewiſe the ReſurreFion of Chriſt : And 
the denyal of his oztward Reſurrection, is Rendring our Fazth vain ; 
and overturning the whole Foundations of Chriſtianity : Of which 
this of the outward ReſurreF:on of Chriſt was the main Pillar: And 
therefore, in the Choice of one to ſucceed Judas, it is ſatd, AF.1.2r. 
That he muſt b2 choſen out of thoſe who had been, Eye-Witneſlcs 
of Chriſt all along, that he mighf#be 2 Witneſs with us {aid the Apo- 
{tles) of Chrift's RefurreFion. This was the Hinge, and very Baſis of 
the Chriſtian Faith. Which the Ryaker New Light has wholly over- 
turn'd. 

V. Page 204. The Perverfion of that Text Iſa. LIII. 9. Is inſtanc'd 
He made his Grave with the Wicked, which R. Hubberthorn (of the 
Firſt Razk of Worthies among the 2:rakers) to favour their Notion 
of the Inward Chriſt, or Light within, Suffering, Dying, and Rijene 
again in the Heart, Corrupts thus, He made his Grave in the wicked, 
To this ſays T. E. Firſt, That R. Hubberthorn did not mention, 1ſa. 
LIII. As if a Man might not repeat a Text, and that 1t were not 
uſual, without Quoting Chapter and Verſe. Secondly, He ſays, that 
R. H. was not there treating Of the General ReſurreFion, or the Reſur- 
rection of the Body. His words are, Chriſt the Seed made his Grave 1 
the Wicked, and n the Rich in his Death ; and ont of that Grave ſhall 
riſe with his Body into Everlaſting Life. And adds, If thou caſt Re- 
cetve it, thou maveſt be ſatisfied. Right! If thou canſt Receive it ! 'There 
you are pretty ſecure. For who can receive ſuch Unintelligible Fargor. 
T.E. 1s defir'd to tell us, what they mean by the Chriſz or Light withire 
Riſing out of the Wicked, into Everlaſting Life. Bit tohis Anſwer. He 
{ays this was not ſpoken of the ReſyrreF:on ; whereas it is Plain, that 
it was ſpoken of the ReſurreF7on, and of nothing elſe. Unleſs he 
will fay, that by R:/7zg out of the Grave,' they do not mean a Re- 
farreion ;, and lo give us a New Language ; and have ſecret mecan- 
ings of their own for words, that no body may underſtand them.. 
Which I am afraid 15s the Caſe. : 

VI. Here-follows a War about Contradictions in G. W. with which 
I will not wmeddle; thinking it not worth a Victory to find Contrad:-- 
tions 1n him. But I will only mark where he deſcovers his Pr:zc:ples 
as to Religion. As at the end of p. 205. and beginning of p. 206: Did 
G. W. (fays T. E.) ever call or own Chriſt's Body, now in Heaven, or 
while it was on Earth, to be Terreſtrial, or of the Earth 2 Then it was 
not a true H:wan Body, while on Earth, or now in Heawen - = 
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Chriſt.was-not then, nor is ow Truly and Really a Man. But of this 
enough before. | | 
VII. Page 207. T. E. makes a nice DiſtinCtion betwixt Sunmorin 

God as a Witneſs, as he wordsit, and declaring ſuch a thingas truth Iz 
the Preſence of God. He ſays, one isan Imprecation, eſpecially the words 
So help me God; butthatthe other isnot. But when Ideclarea thing as 
I the Preſence of God, isthere not®an Imprecation Imply'd, if I ſpeak 
Falſe ? Butthis touches a ſore place of the 2xakers. For there was no- 
thing wherein they were more Poſitive, than of the Unlawfulneſs of 
Atteſting God, in whatſoeverForm, in any Worldlybuſineſs, or going 
beyond plain Yea or Nay. And thatevery ſuch Atteſtation was by them 
counted an Oath, and utterly Forbidden under the Goſpel. What! (fay 
they, in a Treatiſe of Oaths, Preſented toKing and Parliament, 1675. 
Signed by William Per, George Whitehead, and 11 more, p. 17.) 
anake God, the great God of Heaven and Earth, our Cantion in 
worldly Controverſies, as if we woud bind him to obtain our own 
Ends! It is to make too Bold with him, &c. And p. 74. putting the 
Queſtion. What ſhall we ſay is beyond Yea and Nay © Anſ. Without 
doubt, an Oath. And in their Book call'd A Poſitive Teſtimony again? 
all Swearing under the Goſpel. Printed 1692. p. 23. The Appealing (af- 
ter any manner) to God as a Judge, or any ways uſing his Sacred Name, 
or Mentioning any thing whereby it may be Implyd, as by Heaven, Earth, 
©. When Relating only to Human, Worldl 4 and Inferior matters, may 
be Granted to be an OATH. And p. 31. How can any Invoke God 
for aWitneſs, or any other Purpoſe ; or any ways 1wmploy or uſe his 
Sacred Name, for a ſecurity in Earthly matters, if it was not a PROPER 
OATH? And p. 39. From hence it may be ſeen an Invincible Reaſon 
againſt Swearing, and the Naming or uſ:ng God's Sggred Name, any 
ways, to Confirm the Truth of my Speech, Relating to Human and World- 
ly matters. And p. 46, 47. With what Face or Pretence can any that 
ſencerely Proſeſs Chriſtianity take any Oath, or »ſe any Higher Expreſſi- 
ons for Confirming Human and Temporal matters, than Chriſt's Evan- 
gelical ſentence of Yea, Yea, and Nay, Nay ; or what is Equivalent 
thereto? And what Chriſtian Men or Magiſtrates, or Powers of the Farth 
can Lawfully Preſcribe or Require more than Chriſt hath Permitted here- 
7n 2 Yet all thisNetwithſtanding, they have, the very laſt Seſſzo» of 
Parliament, not only ſubmitted, but Imploy'd their [zterei? toobtain;, 
and when oppoſition was made, ſtruggled hard; and at laſt Prevail'd 
for an AF of Parliament, that they ſhou'd be admitted to uſe in Tem- 
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poral Courts, and for Worldly Matters, this Form of giving their Evi- 
dence, In the Preſence of Almighty God, the Witneſs of the Truth of what 
1ſay. For they found themſelves Pinch'd in their Temporrl Affairs

Certain particular Places or Parts of the World, ſet out, bounded and li- 
mited to any certain and determinate Dimenſions, Well : How do's 
this Excuſe it ?

But if theſe be ſuch ſmall offences, and eaſily 
paſt over, I wou'd fain know what thoſe Mozſtrovs things are, for 
which the Church of Erneland, and other wc have beet<Srig- 
matized by the Name of Baal's Prieſts, Devils Incarnate and ſuch like 
Appellations, with which I will Durty no more of my Paper 2 Why, 
verily for Preaching up the Locality of Heaven and AH, and of the 
Body of Chriſt, now Locally in that Local Heaven : And thus Running 
out from the 2yaker Allegorical Doftrine, of finding all theſe within 
us, and no where elſe.

IX. There is another Poſition which gave very little offence to WV. P.

Where G. Fox's words are Quoted 
making our Sol of the ſame Perſon and Subſtance with God, without 
Beginning or Ending, and Infinite in it ſelf, to be one Soul with God, 
a Part of His Swbſtance, Eſſence, and Being. But this 1s ſomething 
Mollify'd, as to the Expreſſion, in that which T:E. fays, p. 210. 
Was not very offenſive toW. P. Viz. Aſſzgning toit (the Soul of Man) 
Something more of Divinity than the uſual opimon doth, as W.P. ſays in 
his Rejoinder to John Falds p. above quoted. What was that ſome- 
thing 2 And what more of Divinity is it which the Pxakers alcribe 
to the Soxl, than the uſual opinion doth 2 The Divinityis not Divided ; 
and therefore if we Truly and Properly Partake of any Part of it, 
we partake of it AJ, Man's Soul was Breath'd from God : and made 
a Glorious Image of him; and partook of many Excellencies and Er- 
dowments which were Communicated to it by God : All this The u- 
ſual opinion doth aſcribe to the Soul. But what wore 1s it, which the 
Pnthers wou'd have ?

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X. The next thing obſerrable,is the Quakers Notion ofa Church, 
which T.E. p. 210. Says muſt not betaken with Refpett ro Parti- 
cular Perfozs (tho Faithtul or Believing) bat with Reſpett to a Ga- 
thered People ; which ({ays he) is both the Common and Truc No- 
tion of a Church, And, 1n this ſenſe, he boldly ſtands to it, that 
the Quakers are the oxely Church of Chrift upon the Earth. 
He ſays, p. 211, That this is zo Preſamption ia them to affirm, 07 
ought to be offenſive to others to hear, ſince we (ſays he) therein Claim 
20 more to our ſelves, than every other Boay of Profejſed Chriſtians 
claim to themſelves; Namely, tha: they, and they onely (as a Ga- 
thered People) are the 2rwe Church of Chriſt. But of all theſe Bodres 
of Chriſtians which T. E. Names, I know of none with whom 
the Quakers do joyn 1n this, but onely the Charch of Rozze. For, 
the Church of Rome onely (except the Quakers) make themſcives 
the Catholick Church,excluding all others (as a Gathered People) who 
are not.their Communion. But the Charch of Ezz/::d never yet 
calPd herſelf '7 he Catholick Charch, or excluded others,even asa Ga- 
thered People, from being Members of The Church, 'ihemoſt Rigid 
for Epiſcopacyallow ail Ep:iJcopa! Churchesto be Tacluded withintho 
Denomination of The Chvrch , which Appellation none of them 
(Rome onely Exceptea) do confine to their own Church. Ant 
this brings in the Chxrches of Great Britain, Denmark, Sweden, and 
vait Empire of Rfta in Exrope;, the whole Greet Church, ſpread 
far both 1n Earope and Afia ; the Armenians, Georgians, {aobites, 
the Chriſtians of St. John and St. Thomzs in the Enrft-Indies, and 
other Orzental Churches ; the Copiiics in E224, and the large Re- 
£/0x of the Abiſſyas in Africa, All which Churches are, and ever 
have been Epiſcopal. And do far outnumber all the An:i-E9:/copal 
Communions in Britain, France, FiMlland, Switzerland,  Piemont, 
Geneve, and a few other Hazs-forr in Germzny ; which are all 
of them in the whole World. And their Rz/e but about 150 
Years ago. So {mall a Proportion do theſe Moder Difſenters 
from Epiſcopacy bear, either as to 4 t:9guity or Numbers, to the 
Epiſcopal Churches of the World ; without Reckoning thoſe of the 
Romiſh Communion ; who are indeed the greateſt oppoſer; of 
Epiſcopxc;, Reducing it all to the See of Rowe; which onely they 
term Apoftolical, But all theſe, and all the other Dsſſezters above 
Nam'd togeiher with thzm, will not amount to a Texte parc of 
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the Number of thoſe in the Communion of the above-Nam'd 
Epiſcopal Charches, none of which ever own'd the Supremacy of 
Rome, except Denmark and Sweden, who have, with us, thrown 
it of And all theſe, the Charch of England do's own as Charches, 
and each of them as Members of the Catholiek Charch : And no 
one of them do's aſſume to her ſelfthe Title of TheCharch.

Church of Rome: But to the Quakers, who make Themſelves 
Ozly to be THE Church, this 1s an Invincible Argument: And 
they will never be able to ſtruggle from under it. 

And it is tobe obſerv'd how the Papi/ts and the Qzaters are alice 
involved, by this Contradictory Pretence of ſetting up a Pax7:- 
calar for the Univerſal Church. Chriit has promiſed to his Chyrch, 
That it ſhould never faz!, or fall from the Faith, i. e. He will al. 
ways preſerve ſuch a Churchſomewhere or other : But the Promite 
istono Particular Church, Now when a Particular Church arro- 
gates to its ſelfthe Title of T HE Charch, it 1s confequentzal to 
this, That ſhe ſhould fet up for Izfallb:ility too : Which Roe 
and the Cxakers ON LY have done (and it obltructs Both, in 
Returning from their Errors) who ONLY have aflun'd that 
Preſumptuons Title: Which whoever does, as Gregory the Great 
faid, is a Lucifer for Pride, and the Fore-runncr of Antichriſt. 
'This the Papiſ/s and Quakers have to divide among themſelves, 
And the'Contradiction of the Stile, Romar-Catholic, i.e, Parti- 
culir-Univerſal, is as Applicable to 4 Guraker Church for THE 
Cams. 

Here, bFthe way, let me {hew the Exteniive Charity of the 
Church of Encland, and other Epiſcopal Churches, above that of 
Rome, ond of theſe Narrow and wp-ſtare Difſeaters; who wow'd 
confine the whole Charch of God to themſcives, But as St, Cyprizz 
{id of the Biſhop of Rome, That while he foneh: to thruſt other 
CAURCHES from him; he onely thrult himſelf from the 
CATHOLICK, CHURCH; So have theſe, in a much 
more plain and opsn manner ; and with ſuch Abſurdity as is Loatih- 
ſome, 'T'o hear fuch an Jezorant wretch as Solomon Eccles, a Prophet 
and great Preacher of the Caakers, ſay, in his Quakers Challenge, 
P. 2. 3. An. 1668. the Quakers are in [ruth, and none but they ! 
Which T7. E. Repeats, p. 212. (Being objected by G. Keith) 
and gives.no other Aniwer, but 1 have nof ſeen that Paper, that 1 
remember, . But paſſes ng Cenſure or Reflection upon it. 

ifthe Quakers ſhould ſay, That their Charity isas Exterſroe as - 
that of the Epiſcopal Charches, — _ extend the N —

The Charch only to themſelves: And the Quakers do it to them 
ſelves, : Let them conſider how far theirs is extended, viz, To a 
few in Perſilvania, and ſome other Colonies of the Weſt-Indies, 
which, beſides the Qzaters here at home, are all the Gathered 
Bodys they have to Brag of; Excepta very Few, and Izconſider able 
in Holland ; and much Fewer in one or two places in Germany, 
But let them all come in, they bear not the Proportion of a Mo/e- 
Hill to a Mountain, to the Epiſcopal Churches ,, which are all the 
whole Chriſtian World; except a ſmall parcel of Wezs or Warts, 
which have lately grown to the Body of the Charch, in theſe 
FVeſterz Parts, But then again : The Charity of the Preſent E- 
piſcopal Churches extends Backwards, to all the Ages of the Charch, 
ever fince Chriſt : For all theſe have, every where, and always 
been Epiſcopal, without one Exception, till of very late years, and 
onely in this Corner of the World. But the Cxaker Charity can 
extend no farther Backward than G. Fox, in the year 1650, but 
.48 Years agoe : For, before that time, they cannot pretend toany 
ather?d Body of People, that ever was in the World of their Prin- 
ciples or Perſwaſion. So that this Compariſon, lets them ſee 


their Diminitive Novelty; and ought to turn their Faces from 
whence they came. 


XI. Page 213. There is a diſpute concerning a very offenſive 
Paſſage in H/, P's Rejoinder to PF. Faldo, p. 310. Which G. Keith 
fays 1s Nonſenſe, or Anti-Chriſtian Doitrize ;, as being Intended to 
take away the Humane Body of Chriff, For which G. Keith ſays 
tnat 1”, P's words, which follow, are given for a Reaſon, V:z, _ 
Becauſe, that Fleſh of. Chriſt is called a Vail ; bat he himſelf is within 
the Vail, which is the Holy of Holies, whereinto Chriſt Jeſis our 
Fligh Prieſt hath entered, Heb. X. 20, 21. I confeſs, the words 
are obſcure, Nor do I well underſtand the meaning of Chriſt's 
entring witiun his own Flfb, which is the Yael; and then within 
himfſelt, which 1s the Holy of Holes, It ſeems to bear this meaning, 
thatas the High Prieſt, having enter'd through the Vaz!, left it be- 
hind him ; ſothat Chri/t hath left his Body behind him, having paE 
{ed through it, into the Holy of Holies, Which G. Keith ſays, one 
Robert Toang, a-Preacher among the Qzakers in Penſilvania, Did 
aſſert, and browoht theſe very words of W. P. ta Confirm it. Which 
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T. E. p. 215. Does not deny, but fays, there ought to be ſome. 
other Voucher beſides G. Keith. However, this-Senſe of the 
words 15 agreeable tothe General tendency of that Book, which 
is to Depreciate the Outward, in Compariſon of the Inward Chriſt, 
or Light within; otherwite there cow'd have been no difference 
betwixt W. P. and F. Faldo, who did not deny, either the Dive- 
nity of Chriſt; or the Inward Influence of his Bleſſed Spirit 1n our 
Hearts, Yet TE, gives this Excuſe for theſe words of W, P. 
That they were givez as a Reaſon (among others) why the Body of 
Chriſt which was Nailed to the Croſs, ſimply conſider'd by it elf, 
and Abſtractedly from that Divine Life and Power which dwelt in it, 
{how d no be called the Chriſt, 

This makes the matter look much worſe againſt W. P, than 
any thing G. K#:t5 hath ſaid, For itis certain that F. Faldone- 
ver faid any {uch thing, as that the Body of Chriſt ſimply conſider*d 
by it ſelf, (which T, E. has put, as here, in a difterent CharaQer, 
to ſhew that he laid the ſtreſs upon that Limitation) and Av/tra- 
fedly from the Divinity of Chriſt, was the Chriſf., No Chriſtian 
cou'd fay or think any ſuch thing. And therefore it was againſt 
ſomething elſe, which W. P. difputed, againſt ſomething where- 
in F. Falao oppoſed him ; which was, in aſſerting the outward 

3ody of Chriſt, againſt the Qzakers Notion of turning it all into an 
Allegory of the Light within, And (as Robert Young, a fellow 
Preacher of W. P*s. underſtood his words above Quoted) they 
were- intended, that Chriſt had Paſſed through, or got within the 
Vail. 1. e, of his Body; and fo left it behind him, when he went 
beyond it, into the Holy of Holies, It this was not W. P's. mean-- 
1ng, let him clear himſelf from this Defexce of T. E's. which will 
not admit ofany other ConftruQion to be put upon ir.

P. from having Srorz, by 
ſaying, As ſave as the Lord Liveth. And yet in the Treatiſe of Oaths 
beforementioned, fign'd by him among others, Condemning that 
Form, As the Lord Lrveth, tor a dire Oath, confeſſes this Latter to 
be an Oath, but not the Former. This is very Nice ! ButifT. E. (the 
Do#for ſubtilis of the Quaters) had nottIntorm'd our azaer ftand:ngs, 
any Dull Reader wou'd have been apt to think, that the Former had 
rather been the Gre:ter Oath, as being more Poſitive ; but cou'd 
never have ſeen how it cou'd have been not onely /e/s, but no Oath 
at all; becauſe it is the very words of the Later, and every 
word of it, onely adding, 4s fare 2s, to it. But what was the 
occaſion of W, P's. uſing of tneſe words ? They were the ſevere 
Santtion of a Prophecy, which (in his Book call'd Reajoz 293inff 
Railing, p. 180.) he gave forth againſt Tho.

moſt certain Demonſtration of it, For T. Hicks did not Deſiſt, but, 
after all this, he Printed an Azſ{wer to this very Book of W. P's, 
wherein this Prophecy is ; and at theend of his Poſ-Seript, he takes 
notice of this ſame Prophecy, and fays, That if H/, P. were his 
Fadee, he. believ*d that he wow'd make good his Prophecy, and 
my Head (fays T.H.) Should not have gone to the Grave in Peace. 
This Book of T'. Hickss1s Intituled, The Quakers Appeal Anſwered. 
And Printed 1674. Well, but T. E. may fay, that he Deſiſted 
when he had Doze. Moſt likely ! z. e. He did not continue 
Writing to the laſt moment of his Life. But did his Head go 
down. to rhe Grave in Peace ! Yes. And was he not made an 
Fxample of Goa”s Fury? Did he dye in Deſpair? At leaſt ſo, as 
to be an Example? Which muſt be Publice, and Notoriows to thoſe 
about him, when he Dyed ; otherwiſe it was no Example, No. 
There was nothing at all Extraordinary in his Death : But to all 
Appearance, he Dyed in Peace, and with Comfort : And gave not 
the leaſt Sign of Repertarce for the oppoſition» which he had made 
againſt the Qzakers. And here, I cannot reirain to fay one word 
to Mr. Pezz ; 'That he wow'd ſerioully Reflect upon the Dreadfat 
Blaſphemy of giving forth Lies, in The Name of the Lord!

What follows of T7. Es Azſxer 1s in Vindication of himſelf, 
from Charges laid againſt him by G. Keih., Which are, for

Whence G. Keith In- 
ferred, That Chris Death muſt be. excluded by the fame Rule, 
becau'e that was efter he had ſaid 1 zs finiſhed. No, fays T.E. 
That cannot be charg'd upon me, becauſe I faid, that Chr 
hag pronoancea, Tt is Finiſhed, had Bowd his Flead, 2d given up 
the (ihozt, before his fide was Pierced by the Spear, This was one!y 
to free himſelf from the Conleqtence of Ex:iuding Chrilt's 
Death, from being a Part of the Srifce:; which it does not. 
For if, I; 5 Finihed, was meant of the who!e Sdcrijice, then it 
was Finiſhed before his Death. But however 7. E. favs nothing, 
in Exou% of his Excluding the Blood ſhed after his Death.

And this goes exclude the i#hole and Jatire Sacrifice, to which

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to All that he was todo and ſuffer before his Death. For as the 


Bodies of the Legal Sacrifices were Burned, that is, ſacrificed ; and 
their Blood offered, {fer the Death of the Beaſts which were Sacrt- 


ficed; ſo was it in Chriſt, whom they Pre-figured; his Body pierced 


and his Blood ſhed,after his Death,were Truly and Properly a Part of 
the Sacrifice, as much as what he ſ#ffered before he Expired. And 
as the. Legal Sacrifice was not compleated by the Death of the Beaſt ; 
but by the Burning of it, and offering of the Blood afterwards. S0 
was not Chris Sacrifice compleated by His Death; but by His 
Blood Afterwards ſhed. And thoſe who Reject That Blood, do 
mutilate his Sacrifice, and render it Izeffeftual to themſelves. 


XVI. Page 222 T.F. is charg'd with theſe Words (in his [74th 
Defended, p. 136.) Ideny that Chriſt came by Generation of and from 
the Properties of Man in Mary. This takes away the Humane Na- 
rare of Chriſt. T. E. fays, p. 225. he meant this only as to Chrij/'s 
Divine Vatrre : Which 1s Nox-Jezſe. For none ever ſaid, That 
his Divinity was Generated of the Propergtes of Man in Mary. 


XVII. G. Keith brought a Quotation out of T, Fs Trnth De- 
fended, p. 138, wherein he ſaid. That Jeſus the Saviour ws 
20: Created- T. E. Anſwers here, p. 226. "That this Aroje from 
hence, that he (G. K.) wowd make the Manhood onely zo be Chritt, 
without the Godhead, Which G. K, .was far from laying. Nay, 
but the page before, Viz. p. 225. ''. E. owns that G. K, Had 
Confeſſed not to the Manhood onely, but the Godhead and Minbood

"This ſhews us the Heart of the Cza- 
kers, who are not fatisfied with the Influences and I»ſpiration of 
Chri# : But wilthave the very Per/oz of Chri# within them. And 
acknowledge no other Chri# now in being. It 1s the True and 
Real Hezt and Light of the Sa» which 1s convey'd to us in its 
Beams, And it is the True and Real Yirtze and Light of Chri#, 
which from him, in Heaven, is convey'd into our Hearts. And 
what more wow'd the Gaakers have? Nothing leſs than the very 
Body and Perſon of Chriif within them ! "This is the Foundation 
of all the Ozakers Errors. Whereby they paſs over the outward 
Birth, and Swfferings of Chri#t, as ſo many Facite Repreſentations, 
and Hiſtorical Trazſations : But place all the Merit, and Satua- 
tion in their own Lz2ht within, which they think to be the onely 
True, Real, Subſtantial, and Perſonal Chri#t ; and that there 1s 
none other. 


XIX. What follows -in the z next pages, which are the laſt 
of T. E's Auſwer, is nothing but ſome Perſonal Refleftions, and 
Yapoarizgs, Wherein none but themſelves are Concern'd. 'There- 
fore I leave them. Having omitted nothing, I think, that is 
Material in T. E's Azſwer, which Concerns the Przzc#ples of the 
Chriſliaz Relizion ; Which onely are my Concern, 1n this matter ;

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1s Incumbent upon them ; to Reſcue the many Souls Deluded 
by them. For that they are ſo Deluded none can deny. I have. 
many times heard ſeveral of them, ſome of their Preachers, 
plainly own all the Groſs things Charged upon them ; even De- 
nying any Merit or Salvation by the Blooa of Chri#t, which was 
outwardly {hed : That Chri# is now a Maz : Fhat there will be 
any Reſarrefion of our Dead Boays : or Future Univerſal Jude- 
ment. Now where did they Learn theſe DoQrines? There are 
none of any other Communion, who believe, few that ever heard 
of {ſuch things. Therefore it is certain, that theſe. have been 
Deluded. And who have Deluded them ? And nothing will 
andeceive them, but ſeeing their Leaders downright Retratt theſe 
Errors. While they ſeem to Excuſe them, they Confirm their 
Tgnorant Followers in them : Whole Blood will be Requir'd at 
their Hands, if they do not all that is in their Power, to Retrieve 
them. What ſhall I ay more? To my Perſwaſions T will add 
my Prayers for them. Which 1 do daily offer Jor their Conver- 
fion. And thus to God, and his Mercy I leave them, through Jeſ%s 
Chri;t, who ſhed his Blood for them, Dyed, Roſe, and Aſcended 
OUTWARDLY, and will, in the ſame Boay, come again to 
Judge them : In which Day, may they hear a Favourable ſen- 
tence from Him; and, with us, be Oze with Him to all Eter- 
nity.

2. Can outward Blood Cleanſe the Conſcience ? Says Iſaac Penington, 
in his Qzeſtions tothe Profeſſors, p. 25. Was it the Fleſh and Blood of 
the Vail, or the Fleſh and Blood within the Vail? 1 have before ob- 
ſerved, that they call Chriſt's Body the Yai, or Garment which 
he wore, without taking it into his own Natare, or being any 
Part of Chriff. For fay they, in a Book Compos'd by a great 
Club of them, Intituled, Some Principles of the Eleft People of God, 
in ſcorn called Quakers. Printed. 1671. p. i116. The Scriptures do 
expreſly diſtinguiſh between Chriſt, and the Garment which He wore ; 
between Him that came, and the Body iz which He came ; between the 
ſubſtance which was Vailed, and the Vail that I ailed it -— There 
was the outward Veſſel, and the Inward Life. This we certainly know 
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(ay they) 4nd can never call the Bodily Garment, Chriſt. So that 
the Blood of Chriſt's Body, was none of Hz Blood, it was but the 
Blood of his Garment or Vail; which the Quakers do not acknow- 
ledge to be Chriff, And which Tjaac Penington fays, cannot 
Cleanſe the Conſc:exce. What Blood then is it which Cleapſes ? 
| Not the Blood of the Vail, that is, of Chriſt's Body, but The Fleſh 
and Blood within the Vail. 1. e. of the Spirit, which was within 
Chrifs Body. And this Spiritual Blood, qayit be Spriritnally, that 
is, Izwardly, and not viſibly ſhed. This totally excludes the oz- 
ward Chriſt, and the outward Blood from having any Efficacy to- 
wardsour Sefvatiov. Which T/azc Pen:v2ton explains yet fuller : 
(ibid) Was it fayshe) The Fleſh and Blood br 0:t+ ard Earthly Na- 
tare, or the Fleſh and Blood of the Inward Spiritual Nature? Was 
#t the Fleſh and Blood which Chriſt took of the Firſt Adam's Natare, 
or the Fleſh and Blood of the Second Adam's f/.itare? This is Non- 
fexſe, for Chriſt himſelf was the Secozd 422m ; and this Quere is, 
whether he took Fleſh and Blood of 17's oz Natare ? But by the 
Second Adam the Quakers mean onely the Eternal Manhood (2s they 
Blaſpheme) Fleſh and Blood of the Goa} :4 (before ſpoke to.) And 
they plainly here Exclude the Fi and 5/094 which Chriſt took 
of the Firſt Adam's Natare. 

3. Purſuant to this Notion, the Qzazers do not confine this 
Blood (not of the Vail. 1. e. Of Chriſt's Boay; but) the Blood 
within the Vail ; 1. e. the Myjtical Blood of the Sprrit that dwelt 
in the Boay of Chriſ?, they do not Confine this Bloodto Chriſt alone, 
but fay that it is 1nzhersſetves; for they make it to be nothing elſe 
than The Light within : And from hence they Arrogate the Name 
of Chriſt to themſetves. As Tſaxc Penington ſays, in his Book 
above quoted, p. 27. Doth not the Name (Chriſt) belong to the whole 
Body, and every Member of the Body, as well as to the Head? Are they © 
not all of one, yea, All 02e in. the Anointing —— Nor is the Apoſtle 
aſhamed togrve them theName,Chriſt,together with Him. Cor XII. 12. 
1 he Body is the ſame with the Head. "Thus they Reckon their own 
Blood to be the Blood of Chriſt : And to be that Blood, which 
Cleanfeth from Sin. As you may Read ina Book of theirs, called, 
The Guilty Clergy-Man Un-vailed,by T.S.Printed.1957.Where,p.17 
He tells their Perfecators (as he {til'd them) That you will by 0 meays 
be thence Cleanſed, (i. e. from the Guilt of the Quakers Blood) But 
©y the ſame Blood which you ſo Craelly ſhed, 4: This 
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4. This was the Reaſon of their frequent [dolatries to George 
Fox, giving him the T:zles and Artribates of God : Falling Proſtrate. 
before Him, and Adoring Him with theſe Appellations; Thou art 
the Son of the Ever Living God, the Kzng of Iirael, All Nations 
ſball Worſhip thee, &c, Which I have not onely from their Books 
(Quoted in The Szake in the Graſs) but from Eye-MWitneſſes. They - 
faid, This was not to the outward George Fox; Butto the Chri/# 
or Light mithiz him. And no otherwiſe wow'd they allow to 
Worſhip CHRIST, while upon the Earth, z. e. Not the outward 
Perſon of Chriſt, which they make to be nothing but a Yazl, or 
Garment, (And they cannot call the Bodily Garment , Chri#t !) 
But to the Chri#t, or Light within Chriz#. "They will ſometimes 
allow, That Chri# had a greater Meaſure of Chri#, or The 
Light, than G. Fox: And G. Fox than other of the Friends, But 
I cannot ſee how they can allow this : For, if none can Partake- 
of an Izfallible Spirit, without Partaking of the Irfallib:liry of 
the Spir;t (which 1s the Quakers Plea for Infallibility) Then muſt 
All Partake of it Alike; for there are no Degrees 1n Infallibility.. 
And thus every Quaker muſt be equally Tzfalible ; and. 
equally Adorable. And I have been told, that when ſome” Cxa- 
kers have been Reprov*d for Bowing one to another (tho they 
wow'd not do it to the Men of the World) contrary to their 
Principle of not giving Honour to Mar ; They have Anſwered, 
'Fhat they did not Bow to the May, but to the Light within 
him; which they take to be God. Thus Committing W114 
1dolatry to one another, while they deny C:vil Honour to others! 

5. 1ſaac Penington, as above Quoted, calls the Blood of Chri#,. 
the Blood of the outward Earthly Nature. And George Whitehead, . 
um his Light and Life, &c. (oft mentioned before) p. 58. In ex- 
cuſe of that Blaſphemons ſaying of Solomon FEccles's, That the: 
Blood which was forced out of Chri#'s ſide by the Spear, Was 
n0 more than the Blood of another Saint, fays, That it was no more- 
Simply, as to the Eſſence of Blood. And Argues, That Seeing the 
Ghildren had Fleſh and Blood, and Chrift took Part of the ſame, hom 
P45 it more, or another, ſimply as ta the matter of Blood? Yet Thomas 

Elbvood, in his preſent 5 when he wow'd ward off the Con- 
ſequence of Chr:/”s Body being now the fame, in ſabſfarce, which it 
was upon Earth; and fo a true Humaze Body till, which _ 
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arg?d upon G. Whitehead, crys out, p. 205. As in aſurprize, Bat 
hold a little ! Did G. Whitehead ever call or own ChriſPs Body now 
in Heaven, or while it was on Earth, to be Terreſtrial, or of 4he 
Earth ? J. P. calls it the Earthly Nature, And G.W. ſays, that 
it was the fame with owrs, as to the Eſſezce or matter of Blood. 
Yet fays T.E. where did G. W. ever call it Terrerial, or of the 
Earth ? Thus do theſe Men turn and wind their Hyporhefis, at 
every Pinch. They cannot make it hang together. The truth 
15, They are Bewilared; and know not what they fay. 

6. The Quakers have an outward and an 1mward Fleſh of Chriſt. 
The outward they make nothing of ; no more than of the Fl:ſþ 
of any other Good Man.But their Fazth is in the I-ward or Heavenly 
Fleſh,i.e.TheirLight within, And this onely is it, which,with them, 
do's take away. S7z. G. Fox ina Paper, which he directs To all 
People iz Chriſtendom, concerning Chriſt®s Fleſh which was offered, $c. 
Printed, 1677. p. 55. Sets forth, in a Monſtrous Jargon (for he 
cowd Write no otherwiſe) this Inward Fleſh of Chrift as Cruci- 
fy Ad, &c. when Adam Fell. 4zd in this Fleſh ſays he) is the Be- 
lief that takes away the Sin, This G. Keith objected. And, fays 
Thom. Ellwood, in his Anſwer, p. 207. That G, Fox there ſpeaks 
of Chriit according to the F! ſp Cruciffd, And ws not this bis out- 
ward Fleſh ? Says T.E. What! That was Cracify?'4 when Adam 
Fell! This is too Groſs (7howmas !) to pat upon us. Then he ſays, 
he has not ſeen the Book, That he remembers, and: knows not how 
faithfully G. Keith recites out of it, Tho G.K, faid that he had 
the Book; and ſets down G. Fox*Y words at Large. Aud p. 51. 
Of his Narrative, Invitesall that Pleas'd to fee the Books, which 
he had Quoted, at his Houſe. And if 7. E. difdain'd ro go, or 
ſend thither, he might, no doubt, have purchaied a fight of that 
Book, many other ways. Which I (a.greater itranger to their 
Books) have done; And four: te Quotation exact ; except one 
T3pographical Error, Fiz. 1he Life Real, winch in G. Fox's Book, 
is The Life Read, Anuſual Cart among the Qzakers, who cry 
Read with;n! Read within ! 1, tiearken to 7 he Lint within, 
And G, Fox, in this place, to let them know what fort of Fleſb 
of Chriit he ipoke of ; And what fort of oferizg of that Fleſh, ſays, 
The Life Read, 1,c, Read, or underitand thac £ mean all T have 
- aud of the Life or Light within, But take the whole fentence, Tt 
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is, Þ. 59. of Fox. Speaking of the offering of Chri#f, when Adaws 
Sinned. So through this offering (lays he) # the Reconciliation, 
through the offering of that Fleſh, that never Corrupted, but takes 
away C —_— and his Blood Cleanſeth from Corruptions, The Life 
Read, There is much more there to the ſame purpoſe, beſides 
what G. K, hath Quoted. T. E. next Complains how hard it 
was for G. Kzith, to fall thus upon his old Friend G. Fox; and 
tells how good an opinion G. K#i#5 once had of him. Well: Let 
that Paſs. T ſuppoſe he has alter*d his opinion, as of G. F. So 
of G.W. T.F. and ſeveral others. And he has fully fatisfy'd 
the World, that he had good Cauſe ſo to do. And I verily be- 
lieve, that what he did was out of a Principle of Corſcrence -- 
For he has got nothing by his Charge, but Fa 4 and great Abuſe. 
The Quakers Profecuted him for his Life, in Penſilvania: And 
had not a New Governour {Colonel Fletcher) come there, in time, 
he had, inall Probability, been Condemw?d ; the Quakers being 
both his Proſecutors and Judges : And ſince he came to England, he 
has been Perſecuted with the ſtrife of Tongaes, Excommunicated 
and Raird, as much as in their Power ; who before did highly 
Honour and Support him. Nor has he put himſelf in any other 
way that might Ballance theſe Lofles. So that he has viſibly gone 
againſt his Worldly Iztereſt : And what other Motive cou'd he 
have but Coxſczence, to Enable him in a ſingle War againſt ſo Many 
and ſuch Potent Adveraries ? But he Fought forthe great Funda- 
mentals of the Chriſtian Religion, which the Quakers had vilely 
caſt away : And that Sprrzz which — them, has Ard all 
their Rage againſt him. But the Truths which he contends for 
has Prevail'd fo far againſt them, as to force them to, at leaſt, a 
Feiened Complyance with the Doctrine that he Teaches, which 
they Pretend always to have held, as he now does: And thereby 
Condemn their Excommunicatfon of him, as unjuſt ; fince they have 
Publickly at Turners-Hall, Declar'd that they had no objeQtion 
againſt him, as to his Morals. | | 
7. T. E. often calls upon G. K, for a Reply to his Truth De- 
fended, which he wrote 1n Azſwer to a Book of G. Keith's called, 
A Liſt of Vile and Grofs Error, &c, But T. E. ſhowd firſt have 
given a Full Anſwer to that Book: ; and to another Book of G. K's, 
called, Groſs Error and Hypocrifie Detected, which T. E. pretends 
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to Anſwer, in this preſent Anſwer to the Naratzve, Particularly, 
P. 20, 21. Where G, K, diſputes againſt this the very Fundamen- 
zal Error of Quakeriſm, which is, Transferring the Merit and 
Satisfattion of the outward Sufferings and Sacrifice of the outward 
Chri#, to their Fancy*d Sacrifice and Sufferings of the Inward 
Chriſt, or Light within. G. K, there produces their own words, 
as juſtif?d by W. Penn, G. Whitehead, &c. Viz. Chriſt in us, of- 
fereth himſelf a Living Sacrifice to God for us, by which the wrath of 
God #4 appeaſed to us. © And again : Chriſt offers himſelf In his Chit- 
aren, inthe Nature of a mediating Sacrifice, To this, 1ays G. K, (I 
will ſet down his words, becauſe they are ſhort and Material) 
If ſatisfaition be totally Excluded (which are W. P's words before 
Quoted) becauſe a Six or Debt cannot be both Paid and Forgiven, what 
need is there of a Mediating Sacrifice of . Chriſt within Men, more than 
without them? Secondly, ſeeing it is the Natere of all Sacrifices for 
Sin, that they be ſlain, and their Blood ſhed, how us Chriſt ſlain in his 
Children, and when? For we Read in Scripture, that Chriſt Liveth in 
the Faithful, as he did in Paul, but wot that he ts ſlain in them, 
Thirdly, If any flay the Life of Chriſt in them, by their Sins, doth 
not that hinder the Life to be a Sacrifice, by G. Whitehead*s Argu- 
ment ; That the Kylling of a Chriſt outwardly, being the Aft of 
Rr” Men, cod be a0 PR AG ? OR Where doth 
the Scripture ſay Chriſt offers up h:mſelf In his Chilaren a Sacrifice 
for Sin? Fifty, Is ah Hh ſs i Sacrifices, or at leaſt _—_ 

that Chriſt offer*d himſelf often, yea, Millions of ttmes ;, contrary to. 
Scripture, that ſaith, Chriſt ofered himfelf once? Sixthly, M/hy 
cou'd no Beaſt under the Law that had a Blemiſh be offered, but to ſignt- 
fy, that Chriſt was to offer up himſelf in no other Body but that which 
was. without Sin ? Seventhly, Why was it Propheſied of Chriſt, A 
Body haſt thou Prepared me, why zot Bodics many, #f he offer up 
himſelf in the Bodys of all the Saints? Fightly, Is mot this to make 
the Sacrifice of Chriſt, in kis own Body, of leſs value and Efficacy than 
bis Sacrifice in W, Penn's Body? Becauſe the ſacrifice in that Body 
which was offered at Jerufalem, was a Type ; but this ia W, Penn's 
Body the Anti-T ype ; That the Hiſtory, This the Myſtery (As he 
calls it his Anſwer to John Faldo, p. 336. 337.) Ninthly, Doth 
ot this ſirenzthea the Papiſts in their falſe Faith, That Chriſt is 
daily offered in the Maſs and Un-blaody Sacrifice? Now T.. in his 
_ -  dTrath 
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Truth Defended. p. 148. Falls upon defending W. P. for callins 
Chriſt but the Hiftory ; and the Light within the Miftery ; after his 
uſual manner, of making the matter ſtill worſe: Butvery civilly 
{lips all the reſt above Quoted (both in that Book, and in this - 
preſent Azſwer) which is the Jagalum Cauſe, the very Heart of 
our Controverſy with the _ : And yet calls his Book an 
Anſwer to G. K, and Inſults, becauſe he has not got a Rep/ication : 
But he muſt firſt amend his Lozg-ſhort Anſwer : Or let him put ire - 
an Additional Anſwer, as to the Nie Reaſons above-nam'd, againſt 
their Izward Sacrifice : And then we will come with him, when 
he pleaſes, upon the Merits of the Cauſe. 
IIT. 

1, I have beforetaken notice of the great Moderation and ſfay'4 
TJaudgment of the Quakers, in not Raſhly paſſing Judgment upon 
any, without daely and ſeriouſly weighing the Conſequence of the 
Charge, and the Defence of the Accuſed, and the utmoſt Good 
2meantng that cowd be put upon words, Of which T. E, ſhews a 
Remarkable inſtance, p. 124. of his Azſmwer. Where, in Return 
to G. K, who wou'd have had them to have Cenſur'd, as Blaſphe- 
20145, that DoQtrine ofa Prophet of their own, Sol. Eccles. Viz. That 
the Blood of Chriſt was no more than the Blood of another Saint. 
T. E. Anſwers, That if G. Whitehead (to whom G. K. ſpoke) 
bad been as Hot Headed as G. K. perhaps he might : But that Blaſ- 
phemy # an High Charge; and they that underſtand it aright, are 
ot ſo Forward as G. K. (it ſeems) wou'd be, to Brand Protink with 
zt, for every unſound expreſſion. When I Quoted this above, I 
laid before theſe Moderate Men, how freely they had Branded 
all the Chriſt;az World (for they have greater Tenderneſs to- 
wards the Heathen, whom they make the next 'Truc Chriſt:ans 
to themſelves) as Apoſtates, Blaſphemers, Devils, Conjurers, &C. 
For making the outward Chrift an object of their Faith (Which 
the Heathen do not, and therefore thought in a more Hopeful 
condition by the Quakers, as coming nearer to the Light within) 
I will now ſhew you, what other weighty Cauſes, they have 
Decreed to be Blaſphemy, Viz. Any oppoſition whatſoever made 
to Them, or their Diana, the Light within. In a Renowned 
Book of theirs, Intituled, The Weſt Anſwering to the North. Prin- 
ted. 1657, Containing ſome of the Travels and Laboars of _ 
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Fox Apoſtle, and: other of his C#bs; there is fet down, p. 1. 4 
Blaſphemous Bantering Paper of his, turning the Chrift to the 
Light within ; which will bring you (ſays he) off all the World's Teach- 
ers, and Ways, and Dotrines, 1. e. Off all the Dorines and Teach- 
ers in theWorld; All that Preach an outward Chri#, Which Pa- 
per being juſtly calld S:zfut and Wicked, Than which (ſays the 
aid Book, p. 12.) What Higher Blaſphemy is there, greater Abo- 
mination, or more Horrible Wickedneſs ? Take another Inſtance, 
One William Rogers, a Quaker of Briſtol, happen'd to differ with 
the other Qzakers about thew Womens Meetings ; Concerning 
Leaving Frienas at Liberty to Pay Tyrhes, if their Light fo di- 
rected ; and' ſome {ſuch other things ; And he wrote a Book 
upon theſe Subjes, which he calPd, The Chriſtian Quaker, A- 
gainſt whom one Chriſtopher Taylor Wrote, what he ſtiles, Az E- 
piftle of Caution to Friends, Printed, 1681. Where p. 4. he fays, 
And for his Calling his Book, The Chriſtian Quaker, &c. It # No- 
zoriouſly Blaſphemous. Now this W. Rogers was then, and 1s till 
a Caaker ; And, at this day in Communion with them, and 
own'd by them as one of the Friexds. But no matter for all that. 
If he touch upon the Authority of the Quakers Inquiſition, or 
Plead for the Original Freedom of the Light, 1n Particalar Perſons 
(by which they throw off all Lawfu! Authority) againſt the 1n- 
Errable Sanhedrin of Grace-Charch-ſtreet ;, if any, be who he will, 
Dare turn their Cazz0z upon themſelves, it 15 Notorious Blaſphe- 
»y ! Or to Cenſure one word of G. Fox's Infallible Di#ates, what 
Eligher- Blaſphemy ! What Greater Abomination ! What more Hor- 
rible Wickedneſs ! But if a Friexd, who ſubmits Implicity to their 
Charch ; and will not diſpute Her Authority, ſhall /o, or Preach, 
or Print, That the Blood of Chriſt, is zo more than the Blood of 
another Saint. And this ſhowd be Tax'd as Blrſphemous —— O 
then, have a Care! Bl/aſphemy is an Heavy Charge ! And they that 
underſtand it aright, are not ſo Forward, as G. K. (it ſeems) wow'd 
he, to Brand Perſons with it, for every unſound Expreſſion ! What 
one ſaid feverly of the Church of Rome, "Thai there was but one 
S1n.1n her Communion, v#z. 7 o oppoſe the Authority of the Church, 
Is much more true of the Cuaker-Church, which Aſſerts her Au- 
thority Higher ; and requires a more I»p/icite obedience, than Pope 
or Conclave. So: far are they gone from the Original Principle, 
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by which they ſeduc'd Men from under all other Charch- Aa- 
thority, Viz, 'The ſufficiency and Iudependency of the Light in every 
Particular Perſon : And conſequently, That all outward Impoſitt- 
025 were Anti-Chriſtian ! But that Principle (like the Fair Pre- 
tences of Uſarpers) 1s onely Calculated to Begin a Rebellion, and: 
withdraw our obedzence Gon thoſe to whom it 1s due ; Till 
they can get into the Saddle : But then, like Scaffolding, it 
muſt ſtand no longer. And ſuch Deluded Szbjef#s find (wherr 
*tis too late) That they have Chang'd their Maſters ; But not 
their Slavery, 

2. This will appear yet more, in the _ ſeverity againſt 
| thoſe who dare to Speak or Write againſt them : who ſhall Pre- 
{ume ſo much as to Conntenance, or, any ways, Contribute to- 
wards the leaſt Matiny or Rebellion from their Authority. They: 
fell upon the Printer, one John Bringhurſt, a Quaker, who Print- 
ed that Book above-Nam'd of W. Rogers ; till he was forc'd to 
Stern a Condemnation of himſelf, for what he had done: Which 
he has Printed, and Prefixed, with his Name to it, to C. Taylor's, 
Epiſtle of Caution, mention'd before : And ſo made his Peace. 
But John Barnet, a Guaker-Merchant, who had fold ſome of W. 
Roger's Books ; And refus'd to Sign ſuch an Infframent of Con- 
demnation againſt himſelf (according to their Dzſciphine) becauſe 
he had done it (as the Prizter too alledged) before their Church 
had Cezſur'd it ; And, being wrote by a- known Quaker ; And 
the Title of The Chriſtian Quaker upon 1t ; there was no Ground 
to ſuſpet it. Yet all that wow'd not do, he muſt (without 
diſputing) come under them ; And Cordemn himſelf, tho he - 
thought himſelf Innocent : Which becauſe he was not free to do; 
they,without more Ceremony Excommunicated him ; and he ſtands 
ſtill Excommunicated ; ever-fince the 4th Day of the Eleventh 
Month. 1681, On which Day their Bratum Fulmen bears Date; 
and was given forth from The Monthly Meeting, at Devonſhire= 
Flouſe. And it bears no other: Crime againſt 7B. But his ſel- 
ling of this Book ; which they ſaid was Prejudicial-to the Truth, 
by Corrupting Peoples Minds, tending alſo to : draw them -into Diſ- 
eſteem of many of the Lords Servants, &c. For it told of ſome of. 
G. Fox's Tricks, and others: And, which was Intolerable, . 
Prov'd what he ſaid. For which, The Epiſtle of Cation, _ | 
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nam'd, p. 4. Says, mildly, This Curſed Spirit of Satan i now ente- 
ved into the Heart and Soul of W. Rogers, and ſuch of his Abettors as 
own the Printing and Publiſhing of his wicked Book aforeſaid, where- 
iz he has Accuſed the Faithful Brethren at Large. It he had onely 
ſaid, That Chrif was no more than 479ther May, he had come 
off, and been Excusd by the whole Fr r- ynity, and Reverencd AS 
well as Solomon Egcles : But to Level G. ox with other Mortals ? 
Or touch the Faithful Brethren ! To dr: Men into Diſ-eſteem of 
theſe the Lord's Servants! This was no '- 5 than Blaſphemy ! And 
to be Proſecuted without Mercy ' And tot onely Aathors, but 
Printers, and Publiſhers, mult be truck with their Eccleſiaſtical 
Thunder, But in Pernſibvania, whicre the Law was 1n their own 
hands, this did not ſerve turn : For there, they gave forth Car- 
»al Warrants, Seiz/d and Impryou'd Printers and Publiſhers, of 
what was wrote againſt them : And improv'd it (like other 1z- 
- guiſitors) toa Deſign againſt the Government ; and Try*d ſome 
of them for their Lives. But their Chief Governour being ſu- 
perſeded, and Colonel Fletcher, a Church of England Man, coming 
in his Room, before they had run through all the Forms of their 
Proceſs, he put a ſudden ftop to their Proceedings ; and this 
has left us onely to Gueſs, whether all they did, was meerly 
out of Love; and but 1z Terrorem, to Fright their oppoſers into 
Better manners, However, ſome were Raird by it; and Willi- 
am Bradford the Printer forc'd to Fly out of their Dominions, 
to New-York, where he now Lives. It you wou'd know what 
was the Cauſe of all this wrath. It was onely for Expoſtulating 
with them, whether their Granting Commiſſions, and Hiring In- 
dzans to Fight for the Recovery of a Sloop the Pirates had taken 
from them, was not contrary to their formerly declar'd Princi- 
ple of the Urlawfulneſs of uſing the Carnal weapon, tho in their 
own defence? 'This they - conſtru'd to be an Implicite Dil- 
Arming the Government of the Right or Power to Maintain it 
felf: And by this [zazezdo, they Proſecuted Printers, Pabliſh- 
ers, &c. As above is told. Of which there are full Narratives, 
and the Tryals in Prizt, Publiſhed by the Perſons concern'd, 
to which I refer the Reader. 
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| j But tho they Guarded fo ſeverely againſt any Printiag, or 
Publiſhing againſt themſelves : Yet they refrained not to Print 
and Pabliſh every day, moſt virulent Imvedtives againſt the other 
Proteſtants ; and diſpers'd them by order of their Tearly Meetings ; 
for the Propagation of Truth, as they called it. And not onely 
whart they cou'd do themſelves againit us ; but they took pains 
to Re-Prizt and Publiſh the Bittereſt and moſt Venemons Darts 
which the Church of Rome threw at the Proteftants, eſpecially of 
the Charch of England. And that viſibly with Approbation, and 
ſiding with them, againſt the Proteſtants, There was a Man 
of great Name among the Quakers, Jofiah Coal, who wrote a 
Book calPd, The Whore an-vailed,, Printed, 1655. Wherein he 
undertakes to prove the Quakers to be the true Charch, againſt 
the Church of Rome, But then having Conquer'd Rome (as he 
thought) he brings them in Aid with him againſt the Proteſtats ; 
and borrows Arrows out of their Quiver, Bare fad and above- 
board, He Re-Printed a Scandalous Libel of one A.S. a Roman 
Catholick againſt the Church of England, and alſo the reſt of the 
Proteſtants; which he ſays, he leaves them to Anſwer, They, the 
Qaakers, not being concern'd. This Libel is Printed in a Lar- 
ger Charadter than the Reſt of his Book, to make it more Con- 
{picuous ; and is mention'd in his Tile Page, that none might 
overlook it. It begins at p. 48. of his Book. And calls. the 
Proteſtant Clergy, eſpecially of the Charch of England, inthe com- 
paſs of two Lines, p. 49. latruders, Thieves, and Robbers, Hypo- 
crites, Ravenons Wolves, and Murtherers, Sons of Belial, Falſe 
Prophets, and Prieſts of Baal, Theſe are the very words of G. 
Fox, and the reſt of the Czakers, the ſweet Appellations which: 
they beſtow upon all the Proteſtant Clergy. And here we may 
ſee whence they have Learn'd them. Page 5o, That Sexſeleſs 
and Prophane Prie#t. A. S. Blaſphemes our Holy Bible : And de- 
ſcribes the Hypocritical Intruders (fo he ftiles our Clergy) fland- 
ing in a Pulpit or Tab ; (1. e. Both Conformiſts, and Nox-Confor- 
miſts) with juch a Brazen Fad Book, as is their Unjuſt, Corrupt, 
and Perverſe Bible in their Hand, Lulling the Poor Ignorant People 
to the ſleep of Death, &c, But are the Qzakers concerrd at.this- 
Tatolerable and Blaſphemous Contempt of the Holy Bible ? No.. 
of. Coal Declares that they are not at all concexn'd ; .on the. 
contrary, 
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contrary, he Inſults, p. 40. In this Home thruſt which he thought 
his Confederate A. S. had given to the Sefaries (thus he Inſo- 
lently ſtiles the Proteſtants) their Bibles and Mimſters, &c. Whoſe 
cauſe (faith he) I am not ingag'd in, therefore it doth not Concern 
me to Anſwer his Charges againſt them, but leave them to Anſwer 
for themſelves, Now why ſhou'd theſe Men be Reputed as 
Proteſtants ? They count themſelves none of us ; who are not 
concern'd, on our Part, no not againſt the Charch of Rome ; 
But draw their Arms againſt us ; who joyn with them, not 
onely againſt our Mz:zifters, but our Bibles ? Why ſhowd theſe 
be Reputed as Chriſtians ? Can they be Chriſtians who Blaſpheme 
the Holy Bible ? Or have they another Bzble than ours? Iwou'd * 
earneſtly Recommend to them that needful Caution, Mar. VT. 
23. If the Light that is within thee be Darkneſs ! And ſurely their 
Light within 1s Darkneſs, who joyn with the moſt Terorant and 
Bzgotted of the Romiſh Emiſſaries againſt our Bible ; which the 
Learned among them do know not to differ, in any thing that 
is Material, from their own Yal. Latin Tranſlation. And what 
are they but ander-journey-men to Rome, who help out the Cry 
againſt the Proteſtant Bible ? As if we had quite thrown off 
the Bzble, or made a New one. Which, by theſe means, many 
of the Tenorant ann Implicite Papiffs are made to believe; there- 
by to Create the greater Abborrexce in them againſt the Prote- 
ftants, And the Quakers do joyn, in this, with theſe moſt Wick- 
ed and Malitions of the Church of Rome, And we muſt bear with 
them, in this; Tho they will not bear the leaſt Contradiction, 
not onely to their Dor:ze, but to the Prattifes of any of their 
Number, who Remain in Uzity with their Church, There is 
an Ancient, worthy, and moſt ſexcere, Honeit Gentleman, John Pe- 
|  zyman, who had been InveigPd with their Falſe Shew and Pre- 
li. rences to Piety; Remain'd Zealows in their Communion, and ſuf- 
; fer'd with them, till he diſcover'd the grofleſt Þymoralities among 
_ them, Lye, Cheating, and Foul wuncleanneſs : Which having 
Complaiz'd of, and otherwiſe Repreſented to their Superiors ; the 
the Fas cowd not be deny*d, yet wow'd they not cenſure any 
that continw'd in their Unity, For which Reaſon, he, after - 
lorg ſtruggling with them, to amend their Scandalous vices, at 
-Kit //7 them ; and has fince, tho very modeſtly, deteQed fome 
Ot 
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of them ; which has Provok*d their Rage, paſt all Bounds of 
Decency, or Chriſtian Temper, 
. They can find no better Names for him than See the 79f- 

Grinning Dog. Whiffling Cur. The Devils Agent, The —- Da = 
DeviPs Drudge. The Devils Porter. Vaſſal of Hell, qanradiftions, 
and Curſed Serpext, and Boxad-flave of the Devil, nan er 
And 100 other ſuch Complements, which you will” þ. 40. * © 
find in the Book Quoted in the Margent. They 
call him Uzclean Naſty Spirit, Now he is the Veateſt old Mar, 
and the moſt Tz-offenſive, T think, that ever TI ſaw. And as far 
from the leaſt TinQure of Immodeſty, or any Un-cleanneſs, as 
they are from S7zcerity and Charity, But if he was the Devil's 
Drudge, Agent, Porter, &c. for telling them of their Immoralites ; 
are not they Agents, or Dradges to the ſame. Maſter, at leaſt to 
Rome, toVend, Publiſh, Re-Print, and Recommend the moſt YV:- 
rulent of their Iaveitives againſt the Proteſtants, and their Bb/: 
too ! Toclap them on the Back, and Holloo them at us! Them- 
ſelves axcoxcerrd : And Reoycing in their Vi#ory (as they think) 
over us ! Approving of their Arguments, and making uſe of 
tiem againſt us ! 'They Excommunicated }. B. for ſelling of a 
Book, which they thought might Texd to bring fome of their 
Friends into Diſ-eſteem; As before 1s told. And dg's not their 
Printing and Abetting of the Popiſh Scandalous Libels againſt us, 
at leaſt, Texd to bring -us into Di/-effeem? Was it not, at leaſt, 
ſome ſmall ſort of Dzſ-effeem to the Bleſled Jeſs, to make no 
more of Hz Blood than of the Blood of azother Saint ? Yet no Re- 
proof, no Excommunication for that! How Tame 1s the Charch of 
England, that ſuffers Fox's Journal to be Newly Prixted, and Pre- 
{ſented to the Univerſity of Oxford ; and many other ofthe works 
of the Guaker Prophets to be Priatedand Re-priated, as oit as they 
pleaſe ; which not onely tend to bring the Church of Exglana, and 
all Proteſtants into Dzſ-efteemw, but downright calls them Fa!fe 
Propinets, Baal”s Prieſts, Dozs, Wolves, Conjurers, Devils, &C. 
Nay, not onely this, butcaſt the utmoſt Coptempt upon the Per- 
ſon of Je{zz5 our God ! Surely if the Church of England ſhould Ex- 
communicate and Profecate tuch asgithcr Printed, Publiſhed, or other- 
wiſe Exconraged the Cuarer Books, which throw fo much Dre 
upon Her, her Doftrize, and her God, the Gnhters cowd not, by 
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their own Rule, complain of it as any Perſecation! Yet Complain 
they wow'd, and put it in the Regzfter of their Safferings, witty 
which they Adorn their Par/ors. | 
IV. 

1. In which thereare many things as Groundleſs ; and many 
downright Falſehoods : Which itis very fit the world ſhou'd know. 
Becauſe they take great Care to {well this Regiſter; and have 
threatned to publiſh it to After-Ages (when the Fs cannot be 
diſprov'd) whereby they hope to make their Szfferizgs for the 
Truth (as they call it) to exceed all the Tex Perſecatious. And 
to be more «-deſerv'd than the ſufferings of Chriſt hinſelf, or of 
the Apoſtles. As Edward Buarrough (their ſecond Pillar, next to 
the Great Fox) expreſſes it, p. 273. Of his works lately Reprinted 
without Moleſtation) The ſafferangs of the People of God ({ays he, 
2, e, Quakers) zz this Age, is greater ſuffering, and more unjuſt, than 
#n the Days of Chriſt, or of the Apoitles—What was done to Chriſt 
or the Apoſtles was Chiefly done by a Law, and, in great Part, by the 
due Execution of a Law, &c. What a horrid Blzſphemy is here caſt 
upon the ſufferings of Chriſt! T have before been put upon de- 
tending, not onely the Greek and Latiz Fathers, but St. Peter and 
St. Paul, from the Quaker Imputation of being Lyars and Falſe 
Witneſſes of Chriſt; "That they were Deceived, and expected the 
End of the World, in their Time. And now amT brought to 
Vindicate Chri/t our Lord, from dying a Malefattor ; 1. e. Not 
onely by a Law, but by the Dae Execution of a Law. This Lay 
therefore muſt be either a Law of the Jews, or of the Romaxs. 
The. Jews ſaid, Joh. XIX. 7. We have a Law, and by onr Law, he - 
veght to Die, becauſe he made himſelf the Sor of God; Now ifthis 
Law was Daly Execated upon Hm, it muſt follow, that he was not 
the So of God; Elſe he cowd not ſufter by that Law. And as 
tothe Law of the Romazxs, Pilate did Acquit him ; and waſht his 
hands in token of his Izzocexcy. So that he neither {uffer*'d by a 
Law, not by The aue Execution of a Law : Neither Iz great Part 
Cas Bzrrozeh impiouſly Blaſphemes) nor Iz any part at all, And 
the Caſe was the ſame with the Apoſtles, As St. Paul Pleaded 
tor hunſelf, 4#. XXV. 8. Neither againſt the Law of the Jews, 
_ gain the Temple, either againſt Caiar have I offended any 
F/11779 ar On, 
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T hope this willbe ſufficient to clear our Bleſſed Loyd, and his 
Holy Apoſtles from this Diabolical, and moſt Villanons Aſperſion of 
Edw. Burrongh, And will let the World ſee the Laciferian Pride 
of the Quzaters in Comparing, nay, Preferrizg their (ufferinos before 
the ſufferings of Chriſt and His Apoſtles, by making their own 
ſafferings to be more anj#ſt, and more andeferv'd ! 

But what do the Qrakers mcan, by Tnfinuating as if they had 
_ not ſuffer'd by a Law 2 Were not all their ſufferings for their 

Contempt and Breachof the Laws ? 

1, Their Chief /aferiz2 was for refuſing to Pay their Tythes 
and other dues, which were Requird by Law ; and moreover 
declaring ſuch Laws to be 4i-Chriſtian, and not to be obcy*d. 

2. Many of them ſufter'd (not ſo much as they deferv*d) tor 
open and Notorious B/ajphemy ; As James Nailor, wine was Ho- 
ſannalid, as the So of God, into Briffol. Fox, Hubberthorn, 
Fell, &c. Suffer'd little or nothing for as wild Blaſphemies, a Sche- 
aule of which G. Fox has Printed 1n his Saul”s Errand to Damaſ- 
cs, 1653, Which he deftign'd as an A4z{wer to them ; but is in- 
deed a Juſtificatioz of them, as you may ſee more at Large in 
The Snake in the Graſs, Sect. 11l, p. 22. | 

2. Very many of them did Provoke {ufterings to themſelves 
on Purpole (being Proud of it) by their Ob/tinate and Perwverſe 
Behaviour to the Magiſtrates before whom they were brought ; 
Refuſing to give any Account of themſelves ; ſome ſtanding 
Mnmte ;. others Banter in their Caxt, As when one of them 
was ask*'d his Name, he wow'd Anſwer, It is hidden from the 
World. Whence came you ? Anſw. From Egypt. Where do ye Live? 
Anſw. Iz God. And the like. Which many Eye-Witzeſſes can 
declare. And ſome, when Bovs (provok*'d by their Exot:c& 
Figure, and Aztick geſtures) have thrown dirt at them, wouw'd 
not ſtir one foot out of their way, but, making up their Mouths, 
ftand Riff cloſe by a Daz2-hill, whence the Boys took their 4r- 
Zillery, till they were all over Beimeard with Dirt : While others 
of them (ſome of whom told it to me) that walkt away from 
the Dazz-hill, were not Puriu'd or follow'd by the Roguiſu Per- 
ſecators : But were blanv'd by the Naffy Copfeſſors, for going out 
of the way of ſ:fcrimzs : Which, in their Kez/er, will be made 
Equivalent to the Sr0wimg of the Prophets. | | 
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4. Many of them were glad of being thus uſed, or Imprijoz- 
ed, becauſe they were better provided for, by the Large Con- 
tributions which the Qrakeys ſent to them, than they couw'd 
have Liv'd otherwiſe : And, in a Literal ſenſe, They Fared ſum- 
ptuonſly every day. Which ſome that ſuffer d with them in NVew- 
Gate can Witneſs. Several grew Ri, and made a good hand 
of their Corfizements, T ſpeak not of all. There is no doubt, but 
many of the Poorer ſort of them, and in Remote Parts of the 
. Countrey, did ſuffer the Hard-ſhips of Impriſoument, For that 
was the Create# of their ſufferings. The Law did not make 
their offexces to be Death ; nor was it Inflicted upon any of 
them. And their ſufferings were mightily Exhanſed, and Ag- 
gravated without Meaſure. And the Accounts were ſent into 
Forraign Countries. Gerard Croefins, ta Dutch Man, has. Lately 
wrote a Hiſtory of the Quakers in Latia. Which was Tranſlated 
into Exzliſh, and Printed at Loxdoz in the year, 1696. Where, 
?P. 172. He tells of the Death (which he makes a kind of Martyr- 
dom) of Burror2h before-mentioned, who, he ſays, was efteem'd 
by the Qrakers as the Apoſtle of the Londoers. He ſays, That 
he Dyd in Priſon (which was falſe) "That they put him into an 
horrid Place, full of Filth and Stench, and ſo Narrow, that he coud 
zot well ſtand there ; with which Miſeries, after Eight Months, be falls 
Sick, &c. All which was likewiſe moſt Falſe. For I know thoſe 
ivho ſaw him, and were with him in New-Gate, where he was 
Priſoner ; And he had a Clean, Converntent, and Handſome, Airy 
Chamber ; as good as that place cow'd aftord. Infomuch that 
Sir William Turner, who was once Lord Mayer, and then an Al- 
aerman and Juſtice of the Peace, upon the Application of one 
whom the Qxakers do now Count as an Enemy, went thither 
to ſee that the Cnakers might not be ll us'd ; and gave that 
Gentleman Liberty to Remove from thence ſuch as he thought 
were Prejudic'd by their Confinement : But coming, among the 
Reſt, to Burroughs Apartment; and finding it Sweet, and Plea- 
fant, Sir William did Congratulate him, in theſe words, Mr. Bur- 
rough, The world is well mended with you, ſince I knew you first. 
Which was no ſmall Mortification to Barroxgh, to mind him of 
his former mean Condition, before Company, he being then 


upon his Preferment, and Courting of a Rich Heireſs, __—_— 
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afcerwards to the ſhare of the Beſt Pez among the Onaters, But 
however Bzrrough was Remov'd from thence; And did not Dye 
there, as Croeſ1us Reports ; Whether upon 3Mz/-Izformation, or. 
the Natural deſire he had (being a Presbyterian) to Aggravate. 
every thing which might caſt a Reflection, as of Perſecution, 
upon the Kzz2 and the Biſhops, againit whom he Spits his YVe- 
20m, upon every occaſion: And lays the /ufferizgs of the Quakers 
in Ezglazd at their Door, as being of a Perſecutize Spirit ; But 
when he comes to ſpeak of their /ufferizgs in Holland (for they 
{uffer'd there too) then he turns the Tables, and puts it all up- 
on the ſcore of their Perverſeneſs, and Oppoſition to the Govern- 
»eat, Butmy buſineſs is not now with him. I wou'd not /eſſe;z 
the ſufferings of the Quakers; let them have their due weight ; 
but I wowd not have them Aggravated beyond the Truth, And 
it is here worth Notice, 'F hat. the firſt diflerence betwixt 
Mr. Perryman (before mentioned) and the Quakers, was the 
Falſe Returas of their Colleftions from the ſeveral Conmnries in. 
Erzland of the ſufferings of the Friends :- And Entring them, tho 
Prov'd to be Falſe, in their Gezeral Regiſter of ſufferings at London, 
For this, they (toquiet Mr. Peazymaz, and others, who Ex- 
claind againſt this as a great Deceit) made a ſhew, as if they 
wou'd turn off the Clerk of this Regzſter, one Ellis Hook, 

But he was ſupported by G. Fox; and continu'd ; and-no 
ReQification of their Regiſter cou'd, be obtam'd ; being defign*d 
for the ſervice of Trath ! Which ſome think can be Propagated 
by Lyes ! | 

2. Croefias makes the Gnakers, and their Original much more 
Corſiderablethan they deſerved. The Fame of them, might grow 
Bigger, in other .Countreys. But here, where their Rz/e was, 
they are better known, Take a truer Account of them from 
one, not the meaneſt, among themſelves, 1/aac Penington, Fa- 
mous in their Congregation, and a Man of Renown, in his 
Conſiderations concerning Iſrael, p. 3. he tells, that They were for 
the moſt part mean, as to the outward, young Countrey Lads, of no deep 
underſtanding, or ready Expreſſron, but very fit to be deſpiſed every 
where by the wiſdom of Man. How Ridiculous lays he) was their 
manner of coming forth and appearance to the Eye of Man ! About 
what, Poor Trivial Circumſtances, Habits, Geſtures and things; did 
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they ſeems to lay great weight, and mare great matters of Moment ! 
How far did they ſeem from being acquaintes with the Myſteries and 
Depths of Religion ! But their chief Preaching was Repertance, and 
about a Light. within, aud a trrning to that. Not mattering to 
Anſwer or ſatisfy the Reaſoning Part of Man, but ſingly minding 
the Preaching to, and Raiſing of that (the Light within) zo which © 
their Teſtimony was, &c. Here isnot a wordot the outward Chriſt ! 
Nay, he Comparesand Prefers this Light withiz to Chriſt. This, 
which he fays, was fo Contemptible to the world; which ap- 
peard to fall ſo much ſbort of the Diſpenſation of the Law of Moles 
zo the Jews, much more of the Diſpenſation by Chrilt and his Apoſtles, 
Who word have looked for the Lord Here ! (Says he) And yet this, 
hath the Lord Choſen to Gather his People ;” and to appear to the World 
#1, This plainly gives that the Preterence to the Diſpenſations of 

Moſes, or of Chriſt. . 
But the Reader muſt know, that this whole Treatiſe is left 
-out in the New Edition of 1/aac Peningtion's Works, Re-Printed 
* ina Large Folio. 1681z, With Glorious Teitimonies from G.Fox, 
G. Whitehead, and the Corona of their Chrefs, to the Memory of 
Jſaac, as one of their greateſt Ornaments. And tho all he wrote 
was from the Mouth of the Lord (Qr elle, by G, Fox's Rule, he 
was a Conjurer) yet did the Friezas take upon them to Clip and 
Pair, and Redtify it, to ſuit with their Convenience. As they 
have ferv'd all the Reſt of their Prophets, whoſe works they have 
Re-Printed. Leaving out whole Baskets full of Hideous Bliſphemys, 
and Treaſons, All giving forth Iz the Name of the Lozd God 
Eternal: And ſome of them with Imprecations and Curſes (wherein 
they arc very Liberal) to thoſe who ſhall addzo them, or take from 
tz. Thoif they were The word of God (as they Blrſpheronſly 
Pretend) that Imprecation were Imtl;'d, and the Crrje, Rev, XXIL. 
£9. 5cyeral Inſtances of this fort are given in 7.ze Szake in the 
Graſs : Where, Sec. vin, p. 112. there is a Letter Inſerted of 
Cr, Fox's to Oliver Cromvell, in which he ſays, ſpeaking of himſelf, 
Py Rinadom is rot of this World, And I am moved of God (aid - 
he) To give ti:5 forth, from him whom the World calls George Fox, 
mos THE SON OF GOD. Inkead of which, in his 
Journal, p.137, Where this Letter is Recited, heonly ſays, T /er 
my Name io ii. Ard leaves out, My Kzngdomis not of ih:s Horld, 
SO 
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So the Editors or Compoſers thought fit. For, whoever wrote it 
in his Name, it was Prizted and Gelded after his Death. And 


yet there is Blaſphemyand Nowſerſe enough left in it, to exceed any 


other Legend that ever yet appzar'd. And as the Works of the 


great Fox himſelf, of Barroueh, of Fiſher, of Smith, of Howgil, 


and all their Great and Leſſer Prophets, ſo muſt 1/aac Pentngtor's. 


too, pals thro' the Fire ofthe Quakers Index Expurgatorins, to leave 
ſeveral Scandals behind them, tho all given forth Iz the Name of 


the Lord! Particularly this Treatiſe now mentioned: For it gives. 


too true an Account of the Riſe of the Quakers; and their Sortifh 
Tenorance , Preterring their Lizht within to the Diſpenſation-not 
oncly of Moſes, but of Chriſt, &c. 


Tjaac Penixgtor's Delign in letting, out the Rzſe of Quakeriſm, thus 


from yourg Conntrey Lads, who were not only Grolsly Jezorant 
of the Miſteries and Depths of Religion, but who wanted Common 
ſexſe, as well as Learaing, or Expreſſion; and therefore durſt not 
Attempt the Reaſoring Part of Mankind, (as he expreſſes it) but 
thoſe onely who were as Tzzorant and Beſatted as themſelves ; 
J. P's Deſign, in this, was to turn it asan Argument that they 
were ſent from God, becauſe of the great Szcceſs they had, from 
ſuch Coxtemptible Beginnings. And wou'd make it Parallel to 
the Progreſs of the Goſpel in the hands of the Apoſtles, who were 
Fiſher-men, of no Education or Learning. It 1s true, they were 
ſo : But Chri#, to ſhew his Almighty Power, gave them that 


Learning, by the Miraculous and Viſible Deſcent of the Holy Gho#, 


which others attain by long ſtudy and Pains. He endowed 
them, at an inſtant, with the gift of Largaages, which they 


knew not before, to enable them to Convert Forraign Nations.. 


And gavethem ſuch Wiſdom as their Adverfaries were not able 


to withſtand. They were Ready, at all times, to Render a- 
Reaſon of the Faith which they Preached, x Pez, IIT. x5. But the. 


Quakers matter not to Anſwer, or ſatisfy the Reaſoning Part of Man. 


They Begaz in their Jenoraxce : And their {gzorance continues . 


with them ſi. Of which it is not. the leaſt Part, that they 
ſee it not : 


But dare compare themſelves to the Holy and Inſpired Prophets, 
and Apoſtles of rhe Lord. Some of them went to Convert the- 
Pope, truſting that. the Spirit wow'd give them atterance, as _ : 
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the Apoſtles, But when they came there, they cowd ſpeak no- 
thing but Ezg/iſh; nor underitood his Latiz, or Italian ; and fo 
they Parted. 

And as to their Prozreſs, in theſe miſerably divided King- 
doms, it onely ſhews the fatal Conſequences of forſaking the 
Church (which was thrown down, before they ſet up) and how 
far God may Permit Del«f:o2s (for our S1ns) to ſpread. Of whicl; 
Mahomet 1sa much greater Inſtance than the Guaters. Butit may 
teach us this withal, That if a Bli2d Ignorant Rygal can do ſuch 
Great Things, how much more wou'd a Godly Zeal for Trath and 
Rek210 Prevail!

Thomas Ellrood wow'd turn all the Vile Billing ſoate-Railing of the 
Quakers againſt the Church of Exg/and and others, intoa Pure Godly 
Zeal, But MW. Pena has very Juitly Corrected any ſuch Detence,in 
his Addreſs to Proteſtants, 1ſt Edit. p. 242.and of the 24. Edit.p.246. 
Where he ſpeaks like a Chriſf:az and a Gertlernay, thus : They that 
are Angry for God, Paſſionate for Chriſt, that call Names for R eljot- 
en, aud fling Stoxes, and Perſecute for Faith, may tell 1s they are 
Chriſtians, if they will, but no body wow"d know them to be ſuch by their 
Fruits : Tobe ſuretheJare no Chriſtians of ChriſPs making. G., Kyith, 
in hs Narratzve, having quoted this, and objected WM. Perz”s cwa 
Prattice, as very oppoliteto it, of which he gives ſome Inſtances, 
particularly in his Gaiae miſfaken, Printed 1668. p. 18, Where 
he falizupon 7 he Idle Gormaniizing Prieſts of England, (as he calls 
our Clerey, and fays,) That No ſort of People have been fo univer- 
ſally, through Ages, the Baze of Soul and Body of the Univerſe, as 
that Abomiaable Tribe, for whom the Theatre of God's moſt dreadful 
Venzrance is Rejerved, to AF their Eternal Tragedy upon. And in 
his Guaher iſa a New Nck-Name, &C. p. 165. he calls the Diſſenters, 
An Ill-bred Peanntick Crew, the Bane of Reaſon, and Peſt of the 
Vorld; the Old Incenataries to miſchief, and the beſt to be ſpai”d of 
z:ankind; againſt whom the Boiliug Vengeance of an Irritated God 
7s ready to be ponres ont, &C. | 

Theſe are Terrible Words ! and very like being 4zery. But 
1. E. ſays in his Azfwer, p. 219. That theſe Words did not proceed 
from Anger or Paſſioz, but from a Tuſt and Godly Zgal anain!t De- 
cetvers and Deceit. However, both the Church of England azd 
: Diſſeaters 
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Diſſenters are much oblig'd to him for his Moderate and Charitable 
Opinion of them ! 'And Decently expreſs'd, we cannot Deny ! But 
which way ſocver they have deſerv*d it from him, yet is not this 
Calling of Names ? Ts not this flinging Stones with a Vengeance ? Tf 
there be no Anger or Paſſion in this, what Words ſhall we find 
out wherein to expreſs Anger or Paſſion? But I underſtood the 
Force of Mr. Pezn's Reaſoning to conſiſt in this, That the Calling 
of Names, and ſuch Indecent manner of Expreſſion, Was a certain 
ſign, that /ach a Real was not from Chriſt, But if, as T. E. excuſes 
it, the moſt Imbitter?d and Violent Expreſſions can come from a 
Golly X74, then is thereno meaning at all in what Mr. Pezz has 
faid: And we may call Names, and fling Stones to the End of the 
Chapter, and {t:1l be good Chrijt:ans, of Chriſt”s making ! But 


what is Azger in others, is Zzal 1n the Quakers ; and 1o there's - 


an End of the buſineſs. | 

But if the utmoſt Fierceneſs may be Excus'd upon'Pronouncing a 
Sentence of Damnation, as here, and ſending us together, Church 
of England, Diſſenters, and All into the Bottor:lefs h 
Pit: Andthat as ſuch Reprobates wedeferve no other Pee 224e 7 the 
Epithets, than Thieves, Robbers, Conjurc:s, Witch- xy 4 
es, Devils, Scarlet-Colour d-Beaſts, Blood-ronnds, &c. 

Yet can ſuch Sex{ele/sand Childifſh Raile, as Green-headed Trum- 
peters, Gim-<racts, Whirlizigs, Moon-Calfs, Threaz-bare T atter de- 
Aallions, &c. Which the Quakers have beftow*'d upon” their op- 
ponets, can theſe too come from a Goaly Z74/ ! Cantheir abomi- 
nable {ty {tuff come from thence too, which wowd make one 
Szc& to Repeat ! But I mult venture the ſtrength of tne Readers 
[fomach,to give him a little Taſte of it, left he ſhou'd not beleve me. 
Scea Book, call'd A4nti=ChrifPs Strone-Holds overturned, by F.Mig- 
22ns, Whom the Qazkershad Provok*d to Dzſpute with them, which 
waving Pabliſhed, they Reply upon him thus : 7 1s 92th cauſed thee 
to {pue 047 072 a Pirce of Paper for the Dogs to Lick up — Ana toey take 
fo wach of thy Filthy ſpuing, tat 3 carſeth rhem to Vomit '— 
1 hoa Parges ap r4rds and downvards --.- Thoa haſt need of one to 
W:pe thee === 1 hou makeſt a pitiful ſtink —— Through thy Vomit- 
ing ad Purging, tou Beſmears every one that comes nigh thee ——

Thou Infidel Child of Darkmeſs The Carſe Chriſt hath Pronoaun- 
ced on thee, Thou art the Man, Thou Impudeft Lyar, Night Onl, 
wicked Lyar, &c, Now the cauſe of all this Rage, was his denying 
The Light withiz to be Chriſt; yet he own'd a Eight to come . 
Chri#t into the Hearts of True Believers, This Marg. Fell, after 
ſhe was Marry'd to G. Fox, became the Mother of the Qzaker 
Charch, She was then Paſt the Age of Child-bearing ; yet he 
gave out, that ſhe ſhowd have an [Jazc. And ſhe grew Big ; 
and Great were the Expectations ; 'The time came on ; All 
things Provided for the Lying in; The Midwife attended ſe- 
veral-weeks in the Houſe : But all vaniſhed and came to no- 
thing. This Fox ſaid, That his Marriage was a Figare of the 
. Church coming out of the W:lderneſs; above the State of the firſt 
Adam, in his Ianocency; in the State of the Second Adam that ne- 
ver Fell, I can produce one that ſaw a Czaker fall down Pro- 
ſtrate at the Feet of this Margaret Fox, and ſay, O thou my Hea- 
venly Mother,” Pray to my Heavenly Father for me, I have before 
Quoted G, Fox, where he ſays, That whoever ſpeaks a word, and 
not from the Mouth of the Lord, it is Conjuration. Now then, b 
this Rule, All the Raxcorowus, All the Sexſeleſs, All the Naſty, 
. Beaſtly Expreſſions above Quoted, were from the Mouth of the 
Lord; or otherwiſe A!l thoſe who ſpoke them were Corjurers, 
Will T. E. fay, That they were all Aed, in. this, by a Godly 
Zeal ? Otherwiſe, by Mr. Pezr's ſentence, they were zo Chri- 
ftians of ChriſPs making, How Dreadfully Aſtoniſhing is it, to ſee 
Men father their Rage and Fury, their H_ ſenſeleſs Billings- 
Gate, their very Naſtineſs upon the Holy Spirit of God! But I 
am glad to leave this ſubjeQ. |

Wers 
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Were they Convinced of them, 'and onely willing to come of 
without the ſhame of a Publick Retrat#ation ; but wou'd teach 


- ſound Dofrine for the Future : And Learn ſome more Decency 


(tho they hate Mazzers) in Expreſſing of themſelves ; which 
they have come to more of Late than Formerly ; and with it 
have, ina great Meaſure, Abſtain'd from that Furious Damning 
of all Chriſtendom, in ſuch Dreadful and Boyling Paſſion as they 
were wont : If they cou'd be Peritents, without being Corfeſſors, 
in this Caſe, I ſhowd be glad of all the Ezſe that cow'd be gi- 
ven them; and to let them Recover from their Errors with the 
leaſt Paiz. But where ſo Pzblick a Scandal has becn given to 
the whole Chriſtia» World : Eſpecially where ſo many of the 
Generality of the Quakers do till (as above ſhewn) ſtick in the 
very Bottom of that Sink of Hereſies which they have been 
Taught; and are like fo to ſtick, while they ſee their Leaders 
0 about to Fuſtify, to Excuſe, and Paliiate them : In this Caſe, 
there 1s an abſolute neceffity for them Plainly and Fully to Re- 
trac? and Condemn theſe Hereſies : And without this, there can 
be no True Repertarce, without doing all that is in their Pow- 
er to Draw thoſe out of the Dzzch, whom they have led into 
it. Were their Repentance ſzcere, it wowd Provoke not one- 
Iy. a willingneſs, but a great Zeal to do this, to ſave thoſe Souls 
whom they have miſſed : Without which they can never fave 
their own, ; 

But ſo far have they been from doing any thing of this, that. 
on the contrary they have, in the moſt Solemzn and Publick man- 
ner, that' is Poſſible for them, Rzivered and Corfirnd All that 
they have Taught, even from the Begining. They have a 
Tearly, General Council, every Whitſan-week, in London, compos'd 
of Repreſentatives from all the Counties in England, and either 
Deputies or Letters of Conſent from all the Bodys of Quakers 1n the 
World. Andevery year, this Soveraign Authority of the Quarer- 
Charch do's Tflue forth, in Prent, an Yearly Epiſtle (as they call it 
Directed to 4 Quakers throughout the World, which 1s their 
Swupream Law, and counted Infallible with them. I have ſeen that 
of this Year 1696. Wherein mention is made of Deputzes or Let- 
ters ſent thither from Barbadoes, Maryland, Weſt-Ferſey, Penſilvania, 
Burmadaes, Antegua, Holland, Ireland, and Scotland, And m_ 
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ſo great a Schijm was Riſen in their Charch, by the oppoſition 
chiefly which G. Keith gave to them, by Accuſing them of 
ſuch Groſs Hereſies as we have heard, it wowd be Expected, 
That this their Gezeral Council ſhowd give an ultimate Deciſion 
in this Controverſy ; which they have done, in Terms as full, 
as they cou'd, in Prudence, ule, while the Conteſt was ſo Pub- 
lick. But it is plain enough to be underſtood by all thoſe for 
whom it is Intended. - The Gaakers are therein —_ to 
Hold up the Holy Teſtimony of Trath, which hath made us (fay they) 
a"People to God, and Preſerved us { unto this Day; ana that in all 
the Parts of it ; For Truth is one, "und Changes not ; And what it 
convinced us of to be Evil in the Beginning, it Reproves ſtill, Theſe 
are the words of their Decree. And by this, we are as Evi, 1m 
their opinion, as ever we were; And the Clergy of the Church of 
England are ſtill That Abominable Tribe, Baa!”s Priefts, Wolves, 
Dogs, Bears, Devils-Incarnate, &c, But what they think of us 
is not ſo Material. But, by this, they are all as bad, who place 
their Faith, in the outward Jeſus. For it is onely for this, that 
the Quakers have ſo Condemned us. It is for this that they fay 
the Devil is in us All. As G. Fox faid to Chr. Wade (Great mi- 
fſtery, p. 250.) The Devil was in thee, thou ſay ſt thou art ſaved by 
Chriſt without thee, and ſo haſt Recorded thy ſelf to be a Reprobate. 
But we have ſeen enough of this before. And this which the 
Quakers call Trath, is not onely to be kept in the main, the 
great Branches of their Do##rine, but In all the Parts of it ! Eve- 
. ry Title of all of what we have already ſeer. For [ruth is oze, 
and changes not : 1. e, The Quakers have not Charges, in any thing, 
from that Truth which they Taught at Firſt. If :l{bility muit 
not give way, no, not in a Circumſtance ! - 

2, But I have a Queſtion to ask, which T know the ſizcerity 
of the Friends will not Refuſe to Anſwer, Whether among the 
Quaker-Biſhops who corpos'd this their Laſt Gereral Council, 
there was not one George Archer, by Name, a great Preacher in 
or about Wiltſhire ? Who this laſt year, having (out of Pure 
Re4t to Propagate the T7uth) gotten a Woman with Child ; 
to cover the Scandal, perſwaded an Old Man to Marry her ; 
and himſelf Performing the, Pr:eſ's Office, Preach'd, at the 'E- 
#ouſals, much in Commendatioa of the Bride. But ſhe, not 
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| ſtaying the Formality of ie Months, after her Marriage, and 


Teeming ſooner, the Old Man complain'd to this Archer, who. 
being aſſur'd of the Firmneſs of the wench ; and to Remove all 
fuſpicion of himſelf, Pray*'d that ſhe might not be deliver'd of 
her Pains, till ſhe diſcover'd the true Father. Which, beyond. 
his Expectation, ſhe did, and put the Saddle upon the Right 
Horſe. And the Knaves of that Countrey getting this by the 
end, forc'd hum to ſhift his Quarters; And he came up to Lox- 
doz ; to whom the other Quakers gave the Right hand of Fel- 
lowſhip : And there he Preached, and exercis'd his 'Talent, 
with great Approbation : Till Fa:lizg in a Worldly, as well as a 
Carnal ſenſe, he was put in Priſon for Deb?, ſince the laſt early 
Meetino. Wherein whether he did not Affilt, as one of the [z- 
fall:ble, the Infallible F-iends will let us know. But, if he be not. 
FaiPd 1n another {-::12, a Prijoz will no more cool his Courage, 
than it did Chriftopher Atkinſozs, another Preacher, Prophet and: 
great Author of the Quakers, who wrote The Sword of the Lord 
Drawn, to cut down Churches, Kzngdoms, and Nations ; yet. 
Lightned his Heart with Thomas Symonds his Maid in Norwich 
Goal. 1655. And none of the Ifallible cou'd-find tit out, till 
himſelf confeſs'd it. You may fee that fad ſtory at Large in 
The Snake in the Graſs, Se&. vi. N. 5. &c. Yet none of theſe. 
things, nor Henry Winders Quaker-witches, (of whom fee an ac- 
count in The Smake, at the Cloſe of Secf, XXI.) who were 
Preachers among the Quakers for 20 years together, nor 1000 
other Inſtances can be given, does abate any thing of the Gaa- 
kers Pretence to an Irfallible diſcerning Spirit, to Judge all Perſons, 
and all things, as well as Magiſtrates, Kzngdoms, and Churches, 
which G. Fox Poſitively afſerts, in his Great Myff, p. 5. 95, &c. 
And fays, p. 89. That they can diſcern who are Saints, who are De- 
vils, and who Apoſtates, without ſpeaking ever a word, G, White- 
head in his Trath defending the Quakers, p. 24. Anſwering the. 
ObjeQtion of their taking to themſelves that Attribute of God to 
know Mens Hearts. Says, that God had given him that Atrrz- 
bute, T take no Attribute of God to my ſelf (ſays he) but what God 
hath given me, by whoſe Gift I witneſs that Promiſe fulful”d in me, 
e ſhall Diſcern between the Righteo:zs and the wicked, between him that 


ferveth God, and him that ſerveth him got, Mal. 3. 18, And Edv, 
: Burrough 
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Barrough inhis Epiſtie Prefixed to G. F's Gr. Myſt.p.7. Extends this 
toall and every of the Quakers. To us (ſays he) every one of us in 
Particular-==- And this Light gave us to diſcern between Truth and Er- 
ror, between every Falſe and Right way; And it Perfettly diſcover d 
to us the true State of ALL THINGS. And whoever wanted 
this T»fallzbility of Diſcerning, the Quakers counted them Falſe- 
Minifters, Conjarers, Witches, Devils, &c. This was their great 
Charge againſt the Charch of England and others, That becauſe 
they did not Pretend to this Infzllibility of Diſcerning, therefore 
they were Falſe Churches, e&c. As Fox 1n his Great Myſtery, p. 94. 
107, &c. And all this, 1 all the Parts of it, this laſt Tearly Meet- 
zng has Confirmed. 

3. But they ſupport this not onely in words ; they take care 
to have their youth fully Tinfard with the fame Leven, In their 
Publick Schools, it is Enjoyn'd that the Scholars ſhowd Read ſuch 
a Portion -of that Blaſphemous Journal of G. Fox's, every day. 
Particularly in their great School at Warſworth. The Publick 
ought to take ſome care of this, in Pity to their Poor Souls. And 
in Private Families, that odio Jonrnal 1s daily Read, where 
the Holy Bible 1s ſufter'd to Mould. And the Travels of Fox 
are more Read and Valu'd by the Qzakers than thoſe of St. Paut, 
or any of the As of the Apoſtles. 

4. But to ſhew how their Izfe#io» does ſpread (it what I 
have ſaid be not enough) I will give this further Demonſtrative 
Proof, which has occurr'd very lately. There 1s one Toms 
Cartis, commonly calPd Captain Curtis (he was {uch 1n O/zver's 
Army) at Readizg, a wealthy Man, and one of the Quakers of 
the moit Ancient ſtanding now among them ; he Jas been a 
| Preacher with them about 4o years, and io {till continues: Has 
ſaffer'd and z-2rized in their cauſe, as much as any. But is more 
oper-hearted, and leſs Diſſembling than the Reſt, He freely owns 
the DoZtrizes he has Learn'd ; and which he always *2zght ſince 
he firſt engag'd amongſt the Quakers; and carry'd it on with 
Tnaefatigable Ze41, He ereQed (or was chiefly Inſtrumental in 
it) a Monthly Quaker Meeting at Kjnes-Heath, in Lamborne Wood- 
lands, in Berkſhire,, 25 Miles from Keading, it was calPd Thom. 
Czriss Meeting, And Preaching there at their Moxthly Meet- 
727 upon Surday, the 4th- of this Of. 1596. He took notice of 
| their 
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their Preſent Diviſions upon Account of the New Doftrine (as 
they call it) which G. Keith had, of*Late, Broached among 
them. And finding that ſome of that 1Meezzmg had a favourable 
opinion of G, K##th herein, and embraced his Principles, par- 
ticularly one William Clark, he challenged him by Name, and 
any 5000 of that Party, to diſpute with him. Whereupon W2/. 
Clark did engage him. And there Publickly before them all, 
T. Cartis aſſerted, That Chriſt had a Prepared Body, but what is be- 
come of it, he knew not, neither (4aid he) do I care, Being ask'd 
whether Chriſt had a Soul ? He faid, he knew not, Whether it 
was the Godhead or Manhood that ſuffer'd ? He Anſwered, that 
he coud not tell whether it was the Manhood, or the Godhead that 
fajfered, He ſaid, There-was no Reſarretion but of the Soul from 
the Death of Sin ; and this {aid he) I have often Preached, and ao. 
fill maintain it, He faid, That Paul got all the ReſurreQion 
while living in this World. That he did believe his own Body ſhowd 
be changed like anto Chriſt”s Glorious Body while he was Living in 
this World. "That he kxew nothing of Chriſt but within himſelf. 
Being asked by W, Clarke, whether he did believe that Christ is 1n 
Heaven, without us, in the Entire nature of Man, of Soul and Bo- 
ay, the ſame for ſubſtance it was on Earth, Clorify'd at God's Right 
Hand. He Reply'd, This i oxe of thy Quibbles, I will not Anſwer 
thee, And then ask*d, Where is Gods Right Hand? Being again 
Demanded by W. C. Whether he had whole Chriſt in him ? He 
Anſwered, I kzow nothing of Chriſt, but within my ſelf. He aid, 
That a Man might be come to the Reſurrefion, and have the Reſur- 
rection, and yet not Paſt : i.e. That the Reſarreition being once 
come, it Remains, and ſo is not Paſf, At which Rate, it will 
not be Paſt in Heaven after the Reſurre#ion, But this is a Fetch 
of the Crakers to make their Denyal of the Reſarred:on appear . 
not to be the ſame with that of Hymeners and Philetns, 2 Tim, 2. 
18, With which it is the very fame; and St. Paul calls it an 
overthrowing of the Faith. For he did not oppoſe them inthe 
State of the Bleſſed after the Reſarredion, being a Remaining 
State, and not to Paſs away : But in that they 1aid- the Reſar-- 
rection was already Pat ; 1.e. Inwardly obtain*d by the Faithful ;. 
and therefore no After or outward Reſurreition of the Body to be. 
expected. b ;

Tf it be obje&ed, that Thom. Curtis is a Separatiſt from the 
Quakers of Grace-Chaurch-ſtreet, and joyned with thoſe of Harp- 
Laxe : And therefore that thoſe of Grace-Charch-ſtreet are not 
Accountable for any thinghe ſays or does. Axſw. x. Thoſe of 
Harp-Lane are Anſwerable, and all in Communion with them. 
And my preſent buſineſs is to ſhew that theſe Yile Heyefies 
are ſtill Taught among the Quakers. Azxſw. 2. Theſe of Harp- 
Lane did not ſeparate from thoſe of Grace-Church-ſireer, upon 
any Principle of Faith or Dofrine : But meerly upon a Pa- 
&ilio of Charch-Diſcipline, in ſubmitting to the Jari/difion of

And thoſe of Harp-Laze are as violent oppoſers of him, and 
the Chriſtiaz Doffrine which he teaches, as the Qnakers of 
Grace-Church-ſtreet : Therefore, as to matters of Faith (which 
we are now upon) Thomas Curtis, and thoſe of Harp- 
Laze, who joyn with him, are as Proper Inſtances, as if 
they had been all Pick'd out of Grace-Charch-ſtreet, An- 
fwer 3. If this be not True, let Grace-Charch-ſtireet Diſown 
Harp-Lane, as not holding the ſame Faith with them ; or for 
any thing elſe but their Breach of UVnioz, for the cauſes before 
told. But there is nothing elſe ſo much as Pretended betwixt 
them. They differ but as the Dominicans and Franciſcans in 
the Church of Rowe, all onein the Fazth, onely ſome diſputes 
about their Orders.

And this Diviſion of the Quakers concerning their Church 

Azthority, tho it be riot of fo great Conſequence, as the Fan- 

damentals of Faith which we have debated : Yet it Involves 

them in as great Ab/aurdities and Contradiitions as the other, 
Their Original Pretence was the Swfficrency and Independency 
of the Light within every Particular Perſon (as has been faid) 
againſt all Impoſitions or Reſtriftions whatever, from any out- 
ward Authority. Which made W. Pen, in his Addreſs to Pro- 
zeftants, (p. 152. 2d Edit.) Interpret that Text, Matth. XVTII.. 

T7. Tell it unto the Charch, to Relate onely to Private Injuries 

*rwixt Man and Man, and not at all to matters of Faith, "This 

was when that Text was urg?d againſt the Qzaters in General 

for their Defeftion from the Charch. But in his Books calld 

Judas and the Fews, which he wrote againſt the ſeparate Qna- 

kers, there, p. 13. He brings this fame Text full againit them, 

and Argues from thence, '1hat if iz Caſe of Private offences be- 
iwixt Brethren, the Church # made Abſolute Judge, from whow: 
there is no Appeal in this World ;, how much more, in any the leaſt 

Caſe that concerns the Nature, Being, Faith, and Worſhip of the 

Church her ſelf? 'T. E. endeavours to ſolve this Contradiction, 

P. 218. of his Anſwer (It having bcen objected by G. Keith in 

his Narrative) He wowd put it of thus, That in Judas and 

the Jews W. P. onely meant to give the Charch Power to Try 
and Reject Spirits. And that in his Addreſs to Proteſtants, hc 
onely deny*d Power to the Church to Defize aud Impoſe upon als 

People, under Temporal and Eternal Puniſhment, Articles uf 

Faith, &c. And this, he ſays, is no Contradiction, But HW, P. 

in bs Jad, &c. Makes the Charch ABSOLUTE FUDGE, 

from whom there is no Appeal in this World, of matters of FAITH 
as well as others. And what does this differ from all thoſe 

Big words which T.E. brings together to Frightez us, and Di- 

vert the Queſtion ? For an Abſolute Judge, fram whom there is 

no Appeal, may Defize, Impoſe upon all People, &c. And if his 

Power reaches to matters of Faith (as Mr. Pez fays the Power 

of the Charch does) then if matters of Fa#th do Reach to Tem- 

poral and Eteracd Puniſhment, the Power of ſuch Abſolute Judge 
mul? Reach to shoſe Caſes hkewiſe, And to make the Church 
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ſuch an Abſolute Fadge, by virtue of that Text, Match. XVTIL. 
17. As Mr. Pen, in his Jadas, Sc. And yet to fay, as he does 
in his Addreſs, &c. That this Text gives-no Power at all to the 
Church, in matters of Faith ; but that it Relates onely to Pri- 
vate Iajaries, is tull as great a Contradition as before T. E, 
meddPd with the Defexce of it, 

But having had occaſion to conſider this Paſſage of Mr. Pex's 
more fully, in my Diſcourſe, Proving the Divine Inſtitution of 
Water-Baptiſm, Set, XN. Namb. V. p. 42. I will infift no fur- 
ther upon it in this Place. And tell the Reader the Good News, 
That I have done.

And woud not be Preſent himſelf, nor his 
other Brother and S:fter : tho' they con'd go into the old Man's Cham- 
ber, to view what Goods he had left. F. Rannce, and L. Key do vouch 
Thomas Kingham, Shooe-maker, near the Blue Gates in the Mint, Lon- 
on, in whoſe Houſe Thom. Ellwood's Father did Lodge, and others, to 
make this Matter Un-denyable. 

And moreover, they tell, That a Copy of their Paper was deliver'd to 
the. Quarterly Meeting at Weſton (which is within a Mile of the Place, 
where T. Es Father was Bury'd) upon the 27th of the 7th Month : and, 
No ſatusfaftory Anſwer being Return'd, was the Cauſe why it was made Publick. 

Now, if after all this,- T. E. can yet Clear himſelf: and Prove theſe 
other Quaker Preachers to be Lyars. With all my Heart. Let them 
Play their Zfall:bil;ties at one another, till they are weary. But let me 
Eſcape. And let any one Judge, whether I had not ſufficient Ground - 
for that ſmall Zi given inp. 12. And whether T. E. and the Quakers 
had not greater Reaſon to have thought it proceeded from Aodtratior?, 

'to have ſaid no more of it; than that it was out of Rancor, to have - 
Touch'd it in ſuch a Z:d4dez Manner ? But the D— owes ſome People 
a Shame. And they will not Reſt, till they Bring it out. 

Theſe Ouaker Preachers Accuſe T. E. of other Groſs Immoralities 
(of which 1 ſhall now ſay no more) yet he is their Chief Writer, in this 
Cauſe; and They are Allow'd as Preachers among the Quakers : And all 
infallible ! = 

It is before told, p. 78. how the Qzakers had Judged, that The C:rſed 

. Spirit of Satan was Entered into the Heart and Soul of W. Rogers. And 
how they Damy'd his Book, calFd, The Chriſtian Quaker, which, 11 the 
very Title Page, makes G. Fox the Chief Author of the Differences among 
the Onakers. This Book was Printed, An. 1680, And W. Rogers in the 
Year, 1685. Printed a Large Poem, which he IntituFd, A Second Scorrge 
for George Whitehead, a Apoſtate Q::aker. And he cannot be brought 

- tO Retrath or Condemn either of theſe. Yet notwithſtanding, he is Al- 
low by tier ( for he is Ric ) into their Communion, he Fre- 
quents their /7eetir gs, and 15 now vYery Great with them, even with 

G. Whitehead himſelf. And has lately Publithed what he calls Aoderatrior 

- excitins.to Reconciliation, to bring tne Ouakers (it ſo they may be calPd) 
of Turners-Ha#l, into Union with the Keſt. This is a Precious Union ! 
The Curſed Spirit, tay they, 1s 11 I. R. and W.R. ſays, that G.IW. is an-
